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O MANY PEOPLE a modern artist is necessarily im- 

moral, or communistic. Matisse is neither. His life, 

human, sane and well ordered, could serve as a model 
to many a right thinking business man. And although Matisse 
never took a stand in politics, it is clear that the “Party” 
takes a dim view of his work: “We cannot accept,” a con- 
temporary Russian critic writes, “the hedonistic outlook of 
Matisse, his repudiation of ideas, his unwillingness to strive 
for deep pictorial realization and give adequate reflection 
of reality.” 


TWO NEGRESSES 


Right at the turn of the century Matisse executed a number of bronze statues. 

These revealed unmistakably the influence of Rodin who was then at the height 

of his popularity. Very soon, however, the sculpture of Matisse gained in vigor 

and originality. Works such as the Two Negresses reveal an extraordinarily 

vigorous handling of form as well as a new and very subtle understanding of 
the surface play of light and shade. This group dates from 1908.

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The art of Matisse embodies not only all that is poetically 
sensual and joyful, but also what is more inventive and con- 
structive in the tradition of the intellectual bourgeoisie to 
which he belongs. His interest in all that is pleasing in the 
visual world around him, his “hedonism,” as the Russian 
critic puts it, is characteristic of all his artistic career. 
Already in 1908 he wrote: “What I dream of is an art of 
balance, of purity and serenity devoid of troubling or de- 
pressing subject matter, an art which might be for every 
mental worker, be he business man or writer, like an appeas- 
ing influence, like a mental soother, something like a good 
armchair in which to rest from physical fatigue.” 


Many artists before him had dedicated themselves to 
the representation of beauty, and succeeded in doing so, 
but with them the pleasingness of the subject matter was 
of prime importance. With Matisse, on the contrary, the 
subject matter has little or no importance. Much as he is 
interested in human nature, he never reveals the full person- 
ality of his model. The woman who sits before him is only 
part of the picture, and although she contributes to the 
overall poetic feeling she does not dominate it. She is beau- 
tiful for what the lines of her face and the color of her dress 
contribute to the overall design; and what little we perceive 
of her mood is subordinated to the mood of the whole picture. 


For Matisse beauty is essentially obtained in terms of 
color and line. Carrying the lesson of the post-impressionists 


‘to its logical conclusion he points out: “Thus it is that simple 


colors can act upon the inner feelings with all the more 
force because they are simple. A blue, for instance, accom- 
panied by the shimmer of its complementaries, acts upon the 
feelings like a sharp blow on a gong. The same with red 
and yellow; and the artist must be able to sound them when 
he needs to.” Line too has its influence on inner feelings, 
and if it must at times evoke forms with precision and vigor, 
it must also have its own melodious quality. 


In his investigation of the direct impact of line and 
color on our feelings, Matisse was led to reconsider the age- 
old tradition of spatial depth in a picture, and in so doing 
to foster one of the major advances in modern painting. 
Ever since the Renaissance the Western painter treated his 
painting like a window opening on a three-dimensional world, 
a world in which each object appears in proper recession 
and is lighted accordingly. 


This tradition came to its culmination with the Impres- 
sionists who achieved most vividly the effect of a well 
organized, brilliantly lighted space. With the Post-Impres- 
sionists, Gauguin and van Gogh, the organization of space 
is sacrificed to what might be called the ‘‘music” of the 
painting, and we find the first powerful color contrasts and 
the distortions with which we are so familiar today. Matisse 
goes a big step further: the picture is no longer an open 
window, it is a flat surface on which the artist spreads his 
subtle and powerful arabesques. 


This new approach to painting demands a new attitude 
from the onlooker. The “open window” picture of the Renais- 
sance can be grasped all at once. A Matisse painting cannot. 
To enjoy his art we must run over the surface of the canvas 
with him, jump from one color to another, and follow every 
line. Thus, and thus only, can one comprehend the richness 
and fertility of his genius. 

Matisse has introduced a new freedom in art: the free- 
dom of the onlooker to participate in the process of creation.

OUSED IN A GREEN CONCRETE BUILDING at neighboring 

Palm Beach International Airport is a machine dedi- 

cated to humanity; in the midst of uniforms and 
trappings of war, a mountainous instrument of compassion. 
Here in the C-97A Flight Simulator, one of the most compli- 
cated inventions of man, are trained the air crews on which 
all Americans depend for safety and for the comfort of loved 
ones in service. 

The civilian world seldom takes notice of the methodi- 
cal work of Military Air Transport and Strategic Air Com- 
mand, shortened in service language to MATS and SAC. 
Pilots, co-pilots and engineers training at Palm Beach Inter- 
national Airport, the only training field in the country for 
up-grading smaller plane pilots into transports, will go out 
into the airlines of the world prepared for numerous tasks. 
They are being trained in the flight simulator, and in the 
air, to fly the big C-97s (Stratofreighters) and C-124s 
(Globemasters) that “get there firstest with the mostest.” 

From delivering fresh troops into a trouble area to 
carefully ferrying a mother’s home-baked cake to her home- 
sick boy in the Orient; from re-fueling a jet fighter over 
Korea to carrying the letter describing his infant daughter 
into the hands of an eager service man stationed in Saudi 
Arabia, the men of MATS and SAC are the lifeline. 

The importance of correct training for air crews is best 
illustrated by past tragedies. It seems at times from read- 
ing the daily papers that military planes fall from the skies 
like autumn leaves, carrying to flaming death from several

persons to nearly a hundred at atime. No such terrible loss 
of life as occurred at Christmas time, when eighty-four ser- 
vicemen returning to their homes for Christmas were killed 
in one gigantic crash, has ever happened to a plane piloted 
by PBIA graduates, trained under the intensive program of 
simulator and flight. No crew trained under the new method 
at PBIA has ever crashed a plane for any reason, or caused 
a passenger fatality. 

The first C-97A Flight Simulator, invented by Dr. Rich- 
ard Dehmel and manufactured by Curtiss-Wright, now in use 
at Palm Beach’s neighboring airfield, is training men in safe- 
ty. It is soon to be followed by more simulators, and will 
take out of the air more of the precarious early flight train- 
ing which can result in danger. In the simulator in perfect 
security, the men soon to be intrusted with precious lives 
learn to do their tasks correctly. 

Inside the simulator it is impossible not to feel as though 
in actual flight. No instrument in use in an actual plane is

missing here. Radio facilities and engine controls are dupli- 
cated exactly. Instructor and students bend over their tasks, 
bathed in the cool, greenish light from instrument panels 
and indirect lighting, with the dedication of those who know 
how much depends on their every movement. A faint vibra- 
tion, sustained humming noise ~and illusion of being in a 
small, self-contained world all add to the feeling of being 
airborne. 

No student is permitted to take air training until his 
every reaction in the simulator is correct and instantaneous. 
The slightest hesitation in making a decision is noted, to be 
drilled out in further practice. Although the huge simulator 
is firmly attached to a concrete floor, every kind of plane 
failure; any possible weather condition the student may in 
future encounter has been manufactured for him here before 
he leaves the simulator course. 

In the months and years to come after he leaves PBIA,

a C-97 or C-124 crew member may be responsible for any- 
thing from mail for overseas military stations to a planeload 
of wounded being evacuated from battle areas. He may fly 
emergency equipment to a besieged point or a youthful polio 
victim in an iron lung. Opening its huge jaws, a C-97 will 
receive tons of equipment, motor vehicles, ammunition and 
food supplies, as well as the all-important mail. In the larger 
C-124, one hundred stretchers can be carried at once. 

A wounded soldier, if he can be moved at all, is now in 
the hospital nearest his home in any part of the United States 
less than three days from the time he is picked up on the 
battlefield. What it means to his family to see and touch 
their loved one, and know the kind of care he is receiving, 
cannot be calculated. Without MATS planes and crews, the 
swift trips of mercy would not be possible, nor would many 
of the civilian emergency services now available. 

If a family crisis calls for the presence at home of a 
fighting man in Korea, a MATS plane returning across the 
Pacific will have him home in little more time than it would 
take by train from a camp in the States. Should an unfor- 
seen weather condition occur at a distant outpost, special 


clothing to keep the men comfortable will be on their bodies 
as fast as MATS can get it there. At over 300 MPH one or 
many MATS planes deliver precious cargoes anywhere. 

Quietly and earnestly the crews trained at PBIA per- 
form another role of utmost importance, the re-fueling opera- 
tions enabling other planes to journey thousands of miles 
without landing. Jets, with their tremendous fuel needs, 
cannot stay airborne long without assistance from carrier 
planes. Big bombers would be unable to carry their impres- 
sive loads of retaliation were they not refueled over land and 
water by the planes of SAC. 

Most authentic verdict in favor of the new simulator- 
flight training program now well tested at PBIA is probably 
that of the flight crew men themselves. Without exception 


pilots, co-pilots and engineers who have rehearsed again and 
again every procedure necessary to the safe operation of 
transport planes before taking to the air, believe implicitly 
in the flight simulator method. They believe the men who 
know best, fly best.

Performing Porpoises Are Stars 
at Florida's Theatre of the Sea 


HEN YOU ARE TOURING the Florida Keys, the Theatre 
qj of the Sea, located at Whale Harbor, Islamorada, 

Fla., should be a must on your list of adventures. 
The seven large pools of salt water here were the idea of 
Henry M. Flagler in 1906, as a source of rock used in the 
construction of his famous overseas highway. 

In 1941 the “theatre”? was introduced to the public by 
Charles Volkhausen, W. R. Watts, the late D. J. McDonnell 
and P. F. McKinney, the present owners, with Mr. McKinney 
as manager. The fascinating venture was created to show 
America the great fisheries of the famous Florida Keys. 
In the intervening years many additions and improvements 
have been made, to bring the unique twenty-acre establish- 
ment up to its present incomparable status. 

The salt water in the pools comes from a fourteen-foot 
natural rise and fall of tide, which seeps through the porous 
coral rock from the ocean. This rock, of which the keys are 
made, was manufactured thousands of years ago and is 
still being manufactured by uncountable billions of small, 
microscopic animals called Polyps. Live coral exists where 
currents flow and can be distinguished from the dead variety 
by the vivid coloring. 

During the exciting trip through the Theatre of the 
Sea, with an experienced guide to explain the whys and 
wherefores of these denizens of the deep, you will see color- 
ful reef fish; Myrtle and Butch, the turtles; small, large, 
“serious,” amusing and vicious fish; game and edible varie- 
ties; scavengers; bone fish, the famous fighters; sharks; 
the “hitch hikers”; the rattlesnake of the sea, the Green 
Moray, and many, many others. 

But the stars of the “greatest show in the sea” are 
Buttons and Jeannie, the performing porpoises. These enter- 
taining aquatic animals, relatives of the whale, weigh six- 
hundred and three hundred pounds respectively and leap 


up in the air, sometimes as high as fourteen feet, to grab 
fish out of the hand of the guide. If they aren’t hungry 
they may throw the fish back at him... just for fun. They 
have excellent eyesight and hearing and are as tempera- 
mental as opera singers. If scolded or ‘screamed at,” they 
will swim to a corner of the pool and sulk like children... . 
refusing to eat or bother with anybody. 

Porpoises, also called Dolphins, swim for six minutes 
and then surface for air, breathing through a hole in the 
top of the head. They are man’s best friend in the ocean, 
protecting them from sharks by backing off for a distance 
and then, after gaining speed, beating the sharks back with 
their tails. 

Mr. McKinney related a recent personal experience... 
He was swimming with Buttons and Jeannie, as he and his 
family often do, when the two porpoises grabbed him around 
the knees and “‘convoyed” him back to shore. The reason, 
there were deadly Green Moray eels in the water and 
McKinney, unknowingly, was swimming right toward them. 
“They really gave me the bum’s rush and got me to safety 
in a hurry,” he said. 

Besides leaping in the air for food and turning somer- 
saults in the water to attract attention, Buttons and Jeannie 
also play ball with the guide and put on exciting races for 
the spectators ... dashing through the water like rockets. 
They respond to their names and “take orders” from the 
guides . the most “human” of all the sea theatre’s 
exhibits. 

Many of these “practical jokers of the sea” have been 
caught off Key West, swimming in schools at a speed of 
seventy-five miles an hour. 

The Theatre of the Sea is not a glassed-in aquarium. 
The fish are not in tanks ... they swim around in their 
natural habitat, the wide-open salt water pools. As a pre- 
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lude to the guided tour, two sea lions, which cavort around 
in a special pool, do “circus tricks” for the interested spec- 
tators. 

Among the interesting fish one sees, going from pool 
to pool, are: Myrtle and Butch and the rest of the huge 
turtles . . . both loggerhead and green varieties, ranging in 
size from four hundred and fifty pounds, on down. Green 
turtles are highly prized for their steaks and for soup. 
Turtles are supposed to grow a pound a year, so when you 
see a small turtle of around a hundred pounds, you know 
he is just a youngster about a hundred years old. Six hours 
is the length of time a turtle can stay in the water without 
surfacing for air. They lay eggs four times a year and it 
is quite a ceremony. 

One of the most beautiful types of fish in the Theatre 
of the Sea is the Rainbow Parrot fish . . . brilliantly colored 
with dotted fins. They are vegetarians and get the vivid 
colors from the iodine. An amusing fish to watch is the 
Ocean Talley ... he swims very crazily with his tail seem- 
ingly motionless, but if you get him on a line, a real fight 
is bound to ensue. In the same pool are the noted Snappers, 
Groupers, Lookdowns, Chubs, Parks, Hinds, Jack, Grunts, 
Yellow Tails. 

But the king of them all is the fabulous Bonefish .. . 
a prize most desired by the ardent fisherman and one which 
will take all of your line before you can say “wham.” The 
Theatre of the Sea is the only place in this country where 
these famous fighters are on exhibition. The greatest sport 
fish, the Tarpon or Silver King, is also interesting to watch. 
When caught, will make spectacular leaps in the air and 
dance on his tail in an effort to throw the hook. 

Piscatorial dynamite ... the great Barracuda, also called 
the Sea Tiger and one of the most savage fish of the sea, 
is also included in this comprehensive array. They often 
slash at objects in the water, more from meanness than 
hunger... usually lying in wait for their prey and striking 
at it like a rattlesnake. They attack people and can snap 
an arm off in no time at all! 

Theatre of the Sea has several varieties of sharks . 
Nurse, Lemon, Sand, Hammerhead, all vicious scavengers 
of the deep and disliked by men and fish alike! Sharks eat 
anything and have been appropriately called “swimming 
garbage disposal units,” as evidenced by the strange things 
taken from their stomachs. In the shark pool are Remoras, 
the famous “hitch hikers’ that have a suction cup on top 
of their heads and ride around attached to the shark’s 
stomach. When the big fish hits for a kill they simply “get 
off the bus,’”’ eat the smaller pieces of fish and then continue 
the hitch ride.

“Rip,"’ a sixteen-foot Sawfish, a member of the Dogfish family, grey in coloring, 
resembling a shark...uses ifs nose as a weapon. As dangerous as it looks 


and of poor food value. 
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Sharks belong to the Dogfish family and are closely 
related to the Rays, which sting with their tail. Noted at 
the Theatre of the Sea, several Sting Rays, also called Sting- 
aree ... They are enormous brown fish, white underneath, 
with long tails, very strange looking. Pilotfish (also called 
Shark Pilot) look something like an Amberjack except for 
three large vertical stripes. They are often found in the 
company of off-shore sharks, giving the appearance of pilot- 
ing them to food. 


Myrtle the turtle, a three hundred and fifty pound loggerhead, engaged in a 
“bit of conversation’’ with a guide. The collection of turtles includes a variety 
of sizes and ages...loggerhead and green. 


A Moray Eel presented a gruesome picture . . . dubbed 
“rattlesnake of the sea,” they sometimes attain a length of 
six feet and wrap themselves around a rock. They have thick 
and leathery, brightly-colored skin and are always ready to 
strike at any passing prey. 

In contrast to these hideous fish and in a different pool, 
are the beautiful Angelfish, indigenous to the Florida reefs 
... the largest and most spectacular are the Blue variety. 
Black Angelfish, although more common than the Blue, are 
very attractive, having fins “lined”? with yellow. 

In the category of the unusual are Starfish, shaped like 
a huge star, with no eyes and a mouth on top of the body; 
Triggerfish, which wears its skeleton on the outside; the 
small Doctor Fish, Cowfish, distinguished by two horns on 
top of head, and all but the tail encased in a hard shell, 
It can swim both backward and forward; Seahorses, which 
look like cartoons; a fish which lives in a shell, comes out 
of the water to polish it and then returns; Jewfish, which 
are monsters of the reefs and often hang around bridges 
and docks to gather a large collection of fishing tackle, which 
they take from anglers, fishing for smaller game. 


The vicious Green Moray Eel, rattlesnake of the sea, with needle-sharp curved 

teeth, bright-colored leathery skin. They sometimes attain a length of six feet 

and are found in tropical seas, coiled around rocks or sulking in the reefs, always 
ready to strike at any passing prey.

HILE NOT LISTED among the largest galleries in the 
A country, or the most famous, it is nevertheless at 

the Worth Avenue Gallery in Palm Beach that one 
sees a sincere and genuine appreciation of artists and their 
work on a wide and liberal basis. For the directors, Mrs. 
Duggett Benson and Mrs. Archibald Rayner, long affiliated 
with the world of paintings and sculpture, are not among 
those who believe an artist must have become immortal 
to be great. 

It is therefore at this small and friendly gallery that 
art-minded strollers of Worth Avenue may view the splendid 
technique of an artist they have never heard of before while 
at the same time see examples of some of the world’s greatest 
masters. For the purpose of the gallery is to promote art 
of sincere and genuine quality whether it be that of Henri 
Matisse, or as is the case right now, painting by an American 
artist who got his start right here in the Palm Beaches— 
Keith Ingermann. 

Two years have gone by since Palm Beach Life repro- 
duced a number of paintings by young Ingermann, and we 
are now happy to do so again, especially because of his 
splendid record of accomplishment in the interim, and from 
point of view of home-town pride, because it was here at 
the Norton School of Art that Ingermann won his first 
awards and recognition. 

Entering the service in the midst of an art career that 
it is believed by those long associated with the development 
of genuine artists would have taken him far in the realm of 
success, Ingermann found time while stationed at air bases 
in this country to carry on his art, and again while at 
Lockland Field in Texas was invited by the air base com- 
mander to do murals for a new recreation hall erected there. 

Later, sent to Alaska, the Palm Beach artist found in- 
spiration there, and produced a number of paintings consid- 
ered well worth exhibiting at the Worth Avenue Gallery, and 
which also the same year won him recognition in local com- 
petitive exhibits. 

Now serving as a staff sergeant at an air base in Tokyo, 
Japan, Ingermann has again rounded out a collection reflect- 
ing inspiration and impressions of a strange land and people 
that is considered worthy of showing by the Worth Avenue 
Gallery directors. 

An artist, who like the gallery that has invited his work, 
views art as having no boundaries, Keith Ingermann, just 
23 years old, has combined in his pictorial reactions to the 
land of the setting sun, a philosophical approach of the 
Oriental painter with the analytical clarity of the Occidental 
artist, proving again that at least in art, East and West 
may meet in congenial rapport.

Mrs. Jef- 
fords’ horse was also voted “horse of the year’ by daily 
racing form selectors. 

Charfran Stables’ “Crafty Admiral,” 1952’s largest 
money winner, has been nominated by owners, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Cohen, Miami Beach hotel owners. In addition to 
the $227,225 won by “Crafty Admiral” in 1952, the horse 
was also the champion handicap winner.

the thirty-five braves, led by Chief Hank Cohn, Jr., 
f at the sixty-two-thousand acre Indian Trail Ranch, 
seventeen miles west of the Bath and Tennis Club, Palm 
Beach, are taking it back from Mother Nature—with interest. 

Mr. Henry Cohn, Sr., who through another company still 
farms thirteen thousand acres in central Illinois and Missouri, 
became interested in Florida ranch properties during various 
Palm Beach vacations over the last fifteen years. 

After much intensive study, and assistance and encour- 
agement from the County Agent, U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, University of Florida College of Agriculture and 
many other well informed parties, Mr. Cohn, Sr., interested 
some large New York capital in investing in this immense 
tract of land. 

Henry Ittleson, Jr., Benjamin A. Javits, Jack Javits, 
John Schiff, Alan Stroock and Arthur Dietz, and Mr. Cohn 
Sr. and Jr., were then able in 1951 to acquire this 62,000- 
acre property on the edge of the Everglades, which com- 
prises one of the iast real frontiers in America. 

In March of 1951, the nucleus of the present organiza- 
tion came from Illinois and began a reclamation program 
on 2,500 acres. A survey, previously made, indicated the 
tract contained 42,000 acres of sand soil and 20,000 acres 
of muck land. The larger tract was leased to the Florida 
State Fish and Game Commission, who will regulate hunting 
and fishing in this wilderness for the next fifteen years. 

Canal L-8, of the Florida Flood Control District, made 
irrigation possible—without it this entire area would be 
without water. Unlike most other properties, Indian Trail 
Ranch has a gravity water fall of approximately one-half 
foot per mile; so a pumping plant was constructed to raise 
the water from the state canal into the ranch’s private 
system of lateral drainage ditches. Water level in these

ditches is maintained about 18 inches below ground surface 
by use of water control, and is dropped as the root system 
of the particular crop it irrigates goes deeper into the earth.

the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, is the resident engineer, 
and oversees the entire water control program. Water is led 
through these lateral canals and is maintained at a high 
level during the dry season, so that what little rain falls 
will not run off. Conversely, when the rains come, the pumps 
are reversed and the water is pumped from the land into the 
state canal—sort of a lend-lease arrangement, which works! 

In the spring of 1951 work was started, on a twenty- 
four hour basis, under the most hazardous conditions. Wild 
life was rampant, alligators, snakes, and wildcats were

always lurking in the tall grass and swamps. Men put their 
lives in danger when they stepped on the ground from the 
heavy earth working equipment. There was constant danger 
of fire, for the glades are the result of eons of vegetable 
decomposition deposited layer over layer. This organic peet 
is actually the lowest grade coal, highly inflammable, and it 
evaporates approximately three-quarters of an inch per year. 
The land was covered with sawgrass and myrtle heads— 
myriads of mosquitoes were loaded B-17’s. 

Using gigantic plows, the earth was turned and debris 
and trash was buried, remaining for thirty days to rot in 
the hot sun. A series of discs were then employed to break 
up this sodden mass of tundra, and then the fields were 
rolled smooth as billiard tables. A perfectly level field is a 
must so it will absorb moisture from the lateral ditches 
equally, furthermore even fields indicate good husbandry— 
a factor much in evidence at Indian Trail Ranch today. 

The preparation of 2,500 acres of land having been 
completed, a four-fold program was instituted by the man- 
agement which included cattle, vegetable truck farming, 
operation of a dehydration plant and an extensive pulp wood 
program. All these phases are now carried on along the 
most advanced scientific agricultural and business methods. 
A cost accrual system is utilized which breaks down the 
minutest factors into cost per acre, per hour, per man, per 
crop, ad infinitem—these business men are operating a busi- 
ness, let there be no doubt! 

The cattle phase of this ranch is not large compared to 
others in Florida, but is being built conservatively and on a 
sound basis. There are now 500 native Brahman yearlings, 
cows and calves owned by Indian Trail Ranch grazing on 
Para and Carib grass. A spriging operation utilizing St. 
Augustine grass has just been instituted. Florida grade cows 
are bred to a fine quality Brahman bull purchased from the 
Sugarland Ranch in Clewiston. Modern practices employing 
mineral concentrates and insecticide sprays are used. The 
cowboys ride fences and inspect the stock daily. 
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There are also 540 high quality Hereford steers which 
have been shipped to Indian Trail from the Matador Ranch 
in Texas, which incidentally is the second largest in America, 
the King Ranch being first in size. These are so-called dis- 
tress cattle, which ITR is feeding under contract on their 
high protein and vitamin A content feed, for the agreement 
calls for X cents per pound gained to be paid by the owners. 

Instead of allowing these steers to wallow in growing 
alfalfa, and thereby cutting the fields to shreds with their 
sharp hooves, the alfalfa is chopped from another field and 
then fed to the animals. 

The vegetable truck farming operation is carried out on

fields which have been prepared by plowing, discing, har- 
rowing, leveling, rolling and adequately fertilizing them. 
Potatoes, greens, oats, alfalfa, Pangola, Para, Carib and 
other grasses are grown in control blocks comprising forty 
acres each. Crops are planted on a staggered basis so they 
will mature at regular intervals. The reason is obvious but 
often neglected in smaller operations, for weekly crops are 
sold at markets which fluctuate greatly, and a low market 
one week will be compensated for by a high one the next. 

The third phase of the program at Indian Trail is the 
dehydration plant where Little Papoose Feed is manufac- 
tured. Palm Beach County is one of the few areas in the 
country where high protein and vitamin A foodstuffs can 
be grown. The principal crops cultivated for feed purposes 
are alfalfa, oats and Carib grass in their respective seasons. 

The dehydration plant is under the immediate super- 
vision of Ralph Washer, and is housed in a large Quonset hut. 
The green crop is brought in from the fields in large truck 
loads varying from six to ten tons per load. It is weighed 
across the scales, backed onto a huge ramp and dumped 
into a hopper. Material is then moved on an endless chain 
belt into a stem crusher. There the stems are crushed so 
they will dry at the same rate as the leaves. The load is 
then conveyed into a drum, 18 feet in diameter and 24 feet 
long, where it is revolved and subjected to 1800 degrees of 
heat. After four to nine minutes of dehydration, depending 
on moisture content, the green, but almost dry material, is 
shot into a cyclone, where it is rapidly whirled and cooled. 
If a fine powdered material is desired, then the hay is sub- 
mitted to a hammermill, where a 125 horsepower motor

whirrs a series of knives, encased in a cage, completely 
pulverizing the feed and turning to dust. Hay for dairy con- 
sumption is bagged in three-quarter inch length and is not 
ground. After bagging, the feed is rushed from the sewing 
machine by fork-lift trucks to the waiting trailers which 
carry it to the Miami or Tampa milksheds. 

A molassifying plant is utilized to add molasses to cer- 
tain feeds, particularly Para grass, for it aids digestion, 
palatability and greatly reduces the dust content. 

The pulp wood operation was just initiated last January, 
and is truly spectacular. “Flatwoods” pine is felled, cut in 
cord lengths, and loaded on trucks which carry the timber 
directly to a railhead from where it is freighted to one of 
the largest pulp mills in the south. Five to ten carloads are 
shipped a day, and ten men are kept occupied in this 
phase alone. 

So much for the actual farm work; however, it should 
be known that ITR maintains its own chemical laboratory 
for soil analysis, protein and vitamin A content tests, as well 
as to conduct various experiments in agricultural research. 

The head office is familiarly known as the Tepee, and 
the latest office equipment is used to conduct the business 
along lines common on Wall Street, but most rare outside 
large commercial centers. The management is very inter- 
ested, needless to say, in the future of Florida, and they 
bend over backwards to support the Future Farmers of 
America. This is an organization of farm born and bred 
youths who will grow up to be farmers, and are now getting 
the benefit of learning the most advanced agricultural 
methods by working under expert guidance. Indian Trail 
employs many of these boys and also hires native labor with 
the exception of department heads, on the theory that they 
have lived in the area, know it best and can be taught Indian 
Trail procedures. 

Two hundred acres of land has been leased to a tomato 
farmer from the Fort Pierce area and the management feels 
it has now pioneered the land to such an extent that more 
tomato farmers will move onto contiguous property. In fact, 
Indian Trail has developed and opened up so many sections 
that they believe they are moving ahead too rapidly and 
look toward consolidation of gains in the immediate future. 

The fact is that certain Palm Beachers, having had their 
eyes opened, by seeing what could be done in this glades 
area, have evinced interest in purchasing some of the land. 
Management is considering these offers, and, although a 
great unearned increment will in all probability be realized 
by those who would farm in this section, for their own good 
and the welfare of Palm Beach County, it is understood the 
owners will put part of their holdings on the open market. 

Indian Trail Ranch has come into being in less than 
two years. This did not just happen—it was a question of 
adequate capital, know-how, and personnel driving and striv- 
ing to accomplish what at many times seemed impossible.

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MID THE PAGEANTRY AND SPLENDOUR and ancient 
W traditions of the Church of England, Bahamian-born 

Donald R. Knowles, former Archdeacon of the 
Bahamas, was raised to the high office of Bishop of the 
Anglican Church in sacred ceremonies at Christ Church 
Cathedral in Nassau Sunday morning, January 25th. 

In a two-and-a-half-hour ceremony such as Nassau’s 
large and devout Anglican following had never witnessed 
here previously, the venerable Archdeacon Knowles was con- 
secrated Lord Bishop of Antigua, British West Indies, by 
Archbishop The Most Reverend Alan John Knight, Lord

Present, too, for the 
ceremony which established a precedent by being the first 
time that a Bahamian ecclesiast had been elevated to the 
holy office of Bishop, were three important American 
Bishops, the Lord Bishop of South Florida The Right Rev- 
erend Henry Irving Louttit, the Lord Bishop of Cuba The 
Right Reverend Alexander Hugo Blankingship, and the Lord 
Bishop of Puerto Rico, The Right Reverend Albert Ervine 


SOLEMN MOMENT IN THE CONSECRATION of the first Bahamian bishop ever to 
achieve that high office occurred when visiting bishops, led by their archbishop 
and the Lord Bishop of Nassau, laid their hands on the new bishop-elect in the 


ancient ceremony of The Laying On Of Hands. Thousands crowded Christ Church 
Cathedral to witness the consecration of the Venerable Archdeacon Donald R. 
Knowles, Bahamian-born cleric, as Lord Bishop of Antigua, B.W.|I. 
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Swift. West Indian Bishops present were The Right Rever- 
end Gerald Brooks, Lord Bishop of Honduras; Right Rev- 
erend Percival William Gibson, Lord Bishop of Kingston, 
Jamaica; Lord Bishop of British Guiana, The Most Reverend 
Alan John Knight; Right Reverend Norman Shapley, Lord 
Bishop of the Windward Isles; and Right Reverend Gay 
Lisle Madeville, Lord Bishop of Barbados. 

By the time the consecration ceremony was scheduled 
to begin, at 10 a.m., Sunday, January 25th, old Christ Church 
Cathedral, seat of the Anglican faith in the Bahamas, was 
packed to overflowing, with a massed congregation estimated 
at close to two thousand. The highest ranking officials of 
the Bahamas were present to witness the ceremony, led by 
the Chief Executive, His Excellency the Governor, Major 
General Sir Robert Neville, accompanied by Lady Neville, 
and sitting in a position of honor in the front row of the 
center aisle. Other important officials included the Colonial 
Secretary of the Bahamas, the Chief Justice, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Solicitor General, Receiver General and Treasurer, the 
members of the Governor’s executive council and legislative 
council, upper Parliamentary bodies here, and most of the 
members of the House of Assembly, Nassau’s Parliament of 
twenty-nine elected representatives of the people of the 
Bahamas. Important foreign dignitaries present included 
the American Consul and his family, while other foreign 
consular officials also gathered at the church to pay their 
respects to the Bahamian cleric who was that day created 
a Bishop. 

As the ceremony got under way, no further seating was 
available in Christ Church Cathedral, and large numbers of

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the devout had gathered outside the church, where impro- 
vised seating arrangements had been made on two large 
vacant lots adjoining the church. Even this space was 
scarcely sufficient for the throng of laymen attending the 
event and attesting to the popularity of their well-loved local 
priest, and it was estimated that almost as many persons 
were standing throughout the long ceremony as were seated. 

Inside the ancient cathedral and to the side of the high 
altar and fronting the stained glass windows donated to 
Christ Church by an American Anglican who lost his son 
in World War II, a massed choir chanted the old Gregorian 
cadences of the Anglican Litany and jubilantly sang hymns 
throughout a large part of the ceremony. The pageantry of 
the event, which has its roots deep in the ancient history of 
the Anglican Church, traditionally included solemn prayers 
for the safety and well-being of Her Majesty the Queen and 
other members of the Royal Family. 

Following the sacred rites, the Lord Archbishop of the 
West Indies personally escorted the newly created Bishop 
at the head of one of the largest religious processions ever 
seen on the streets of Nassau. All along the route the streets 
were lined with additional thousands of worshippers, on- 
lookers, and a large number of American visitors, while effi- 
cient police cordons, dressed in the spectacular parade uni- 
forms of the Bahamas police force, and led by their officers, 
assured the free and unhindered progress of the procession, 
which was notable in that it included a total of nine Bishops 
of the Anglican Church and one Archbishop, and hundreds 
of other high church officials. 

Bishop Knowles left Nassau Tuesday, January 27th, for 
his new Bishopric and subsequent enthronement in Antigua.

| LEAST SEVENTY PEOPLE can leave Paris for London 
W the night of June 1 and be assured not only of 
/ seeing the Coronation procession, but of having a 
place to sleep afterwards. Cook’s is making up a special 
Coronation train, with wagon-lits and restaurant—a home on 
wheels for its occupants during their London stay. As it 
will be a night train they will not have to disembark and re- 
imbark en route but will be ferried across the Channel while 
they sleep. The cost, from Paris to Paris, is 65,000 francs. 
American Express can guarantee neither seats nor hotel 
rooms, but for a deposit of $100 will attempt to pick up a 
cancelled seat along the Coronation route and, on the same 
tentative basis, hotel accommodations at $12 a day. 
London hotels are booked solid for May and most of 
June. Some Britishers, needing money more than the sight 
of a gilded coach, are offering to let their apartments, fully 
furnished and staffed, for the Coronation fortnight. The 
rental for two weeks is about $600.

enthusiasts in Delray Beach today who are rapidly 

reviving the game in popularity and prestige to the 
heights it enjoyed before World War II. Among the many 
living in Delray Beach area are some of the best and highest 
ranked players in this country. Stewart Iglehart plays at 
ten goals, and others having high handicaps include George 
Oliver, Emilio Tagle, Mike and Tom Healy, Henry Lewis, 
and Juan Rodrigues. 

Polo games are now played every Sunday, Tuesday and 
Thursday at three-thirty in the afternoon on one of the three 
fields of the Gulfstream Polo Club, which is located on Route 
A1A between the Intra-Coastal Waterway and the Atlantic 
Ocean, three miles north of Delray Beach. 

Some of the best polo played in the world today may be 
seen by the general public, whereas prior to the war polo 
was played only in private clubs—and one had to be invited 
by a member to view this exciting sport. 

The Phipps family started polo on their Gulfstream 
property in 1926, and Michael Phipps is currently the guiding 
light of the game in this vicinity. 

There is no doubt that this sport is one of the most 
expensive in the world today. A field is 300 yards long by 
100 yards wide, and must be maintained with great care

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and diligence. After every game all divots must be replaced 
or resodded, and the turf must be rolled and watered. 

Until the war a game consisted of eight seven-and-one- 
half minute chukkers, or periods as they are generally known 
in America. International matches are still eight periods. 
However all national matches now consist of six chukkers. 

Polo was suspended in the United States during the war, 
as was the breeding of ponies. In the past, mounts were half 
thoroughbred and half cross-bred. An Arabian strain was 
introduced in the 1920’s to add to the general stamina of 
the horse. Now polo ponies are practically all thorough- 
breds, for they must have speed to play the much faster pace 
of the modern game. 

In the early days a pony’s height was limited to 15 hands, 
but now there is no limit as to size. While a mount is being 
played the cost of maintenance runs between 75 and 90 dollars 
per month, that is after it has been purchased for somewhere 
between one and three thousand dollars. 

Good ponies are just becoming available, for much had 
to be done breeding-wise after the cessation of hostilities, 
and as few, if any, horses are able to play two successive 
periods, a poloist must have at least six good ponies for each 
game. Hence, due to present day taxation, and the above 
noted cost of polo, there is little chance that national matches 
will ever revert to eight periods. 

Many schools for beginners have been instituted in the 
last few years. Probably the leading one is at the Blind 
Brook Polo Club in New York. Major Frederic C. Collin, of 
Palm Beach, who is still a most active and expert poloist, is 
president of this club where many neophyte enthusiasts are 
developed under a truly rigorous program. 

A would-be player first receives instruction concerning 
the horse, and must thoroughly learn the way in which it 
moves its legs, head and body. Then basic equitation aids 
must be mastered, including use of the bridle, hands, 
legs, weight, balance and riding seat. When a man becomes 
a fairly proficient horseman, he learns to handle a polo 
mallet astride a wooden horse. The basic strokes—forward, 
off-side and near-side forward, near and off-side backhand, 
plus cut shots and under-the-neck strokes—must be acquired.

The pupil is then mounted on a slow, quiet pony and 
learns to execute these strokes in motion. Much practice is 
required before perfect co-ordination between pony and rider 
is attained. A player must know how to stand in his stirrups 
as he strikes the ball, for this allows greater freedom of body 
motion and hitting power, particularly for distance shots. 

Polo is the only game known today requiring the player 
to make shots against his body momentum. This factor alone 
makes it difficult, to say the least. A good polo player must 
not only be born, but must then spend years of time and 
effort while mastering this great game of man and beast. 

Delray polo is played in a most exciting fashion. There 
are thrills and spills galore. It would behoove all who desire 
an afternoon of pure enjoyment in the wonderful Florida 
sunshine to view a polo game at the Gulfstream Polo Club. 
Watch the polo greats of America execute fantastic shots on 
their beautiful ponies while galloping hell-bent-for-leather at 
opposing players.

You remember the captain’s advice. 

Nervously you await the first strike of the sail. 

With the speed of light he suddenly strikes. Your line 
is perked from the clothes pin high up on the outrigger, 
allowing the bait to sink slowly. 

This time it... there 
is nothing else in the world but you and that sailfish. Your

fifty to seventy-five feet behind your boat. 

Your gaze and your thoughts momentarily stray. The 
shoreline of Palm Beach with its magnificent estates attracts 
your attention. The towers of the Breakers Hotel stand 
like sentinels. 

You turn your gaze eastward and begin dreaming of the 
far-away lands...the West Indies and its fabulous islands. 
Snowy white, fleecy clouds float lazily high in the azure 
sky, as you think of Spain and if your calculations are cor- 
rect, you are opposite Northern Africa. 

Your reverie is suddenly awakened by the warning 
of the mate: 

“There’s a sail following your bait. Get ready,” he 
Says quietly. 

Unconsciously you tighten your grip on your rod. Your 
pulse quickens as you sight the fin of the monster trailing 
your bait. 

“Steady, now,” cautions your captain. 

On the way out to the edge of the Gulf Stream he had 
instructed you as to the action and habits of the sailfish. 

“The sail always kills his prey first, before he swallows 
it. He’ll kill it and then stand off and watch it for a moment. 


fishing rod howls, it whines and it screams, as the great fish 
rushes away with the bait. Then suddenly, far to the left, 
a streak of silver leaps into the air. 

“That cannot possibly be your fish,” you say to yourself. 

You are positively certain that it is not your fish when 
seconds later, far to the right, another monster leaps high 
in the air. 

“Take up that slack,” cautions the captain, and you 
reel madly. 

For twenty minutes you battle the fish. It seems like 
hours to you. Your arms and back ache. You gain inch by 
inch, but gain nevertheless. 

There’s plenty of fight still left in the fish as he makes 
a wild dash as you bring him near the boat. Finally, you 
bring him along side, the mate reaches down, grabs the 
leader wire, lifts him to a point where he can hold his bill 
and with a mighty yank pulls him aboard. 

He’s a gold medal fish, measuring over eight feet. 
Your first thought as you receive the congratulations of 
your boating party is to mount him, but you’re a sportsman 
and you recall that if you toss him back overboard he’ll live 
for someone else to have the thrill of catching. : 

So you release him. Momentarily he floats belly up on 
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the water, then slowly he rolls on his side and his mighty 
tail flicks. Now only the blue of his back is visible, like a 
mighty shadow. For a moment the shadow seems to hang 
in the water, then suddenly it is gone, gone forever.

Berlin Griffin, general manager of the famed racing 
establishment has made arrangements not only to honor Play- 
house celebrities but local communities and towns such as 
Delray, Lake Worth, Fort Pierce, Stuart and others. 

The popularity of greyhound racing which is sweeping 
the country like a prairie fire has been the most remarkable 
thing in the world of sport today. Staged at night, it pro- 
vides spectators with thrill after thrill and with a sport which 
cannot be tampered with, in any manner. This fact no doubt 
contributes much to the sports’ popularity. 

Eight greyhounds parade to the post in every race and 
there are ten races each night. When these greyhounds are 
placed in the starting box, these greyhounds are ‘on their 
own,” so to speak. This fact, together with many others, 
appeals to not only the greyhound enthusiast, but to the new- 
comer. 


When the State of Florida’s financial books had closed 
for 1952 it was found that $867,000,000 had been wagered 
on greyhound racing in the state of Florida, since it was 
legalized. Of this amount, $43,000,000 had been received by 
the state for taxes. 

It is only natural that with such an almost unbelievable 
amount coming from one sport that the state should protect 
it is every way possible.

One positive guarantee that greyhounds cannot be fed 
or watered before a race is a very simple one. It merely con- 
sists of placing the greyhounds in small individual kennels 
two hours before the races begin. Each dog is weighed be- 
fore it is placed in the kennels and is weighed when taken out 
for the race, itis in. If it is, a pound and a half more or less, 
it is automatically “scratched” or withdrawn from the race. 

This is no doubt extremely interesting to many persons 
unfamiliar to the sport. Edward Brannick, nationally known 
sports figure and secretary and treasurer of the New York 
National League baseball club expressed great surprise, when 
taken on a tour of the racing establishment. Dan Taylor, 
owner of the Palm Beach Biltmore hotel who also has many 
other interests including the Palm Beach-Havana Car Ferry, 
is a greyhound enthusiast as well as a lover of thoroughbred 
horses. 

The majority of the northern visitors to the track, at 
first, find the quiniela form of wagering, somewhat confus- 
ing, but not for long. 

Quiniela wagering was brought to the United States from 
Mexico and immediately became “‘all the rage.” It is so popu- 
lar at the local track, that 62 percent of all wagering is handl- 
ed by the totalizator machines. 

The balance of course is the straight, place and show 
wagering found on all tracks. 

Quiniela wagering merely consists of picking two dogs 
to run first and second. The order of finish does not mean 
a thing. If a wagerer selects No. one and No. five for in- 
stance, he wins if No. One is first and No. Five is second or 
vise versa. 

The appeal of the quiniela wagering as well as that of 
the daily double is no doubt due to the fact, that payoffs of 
five or six hundred dollars are not unusual. 

The largest quiniela payoff at the local track was $1200 
which is close to a record, for any track in the state. 

One great improvement at the local oval this year was 
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the installation of a totalizator. This great almost mysterious 
machine totals the bets and sends them to the great electric 
approximate odds board, on the far side of the racing strip. 
Mutuel tickets are ejected from a machine, instead of being 
handed out by a mutuel clerk. 

One of the most interesting tasks at the track is that 
of the “chartman.” Seated high on the roof of the grand- 
stand, his duties consist of charting the course of each grey- 
hound in each race, as the dog, madly chases the elusive 
electrical rabbit. 

The greyhounds start from an all aluminum starting 
box which is opened when the mechanical rabbit reaches a 
certain spot on the track. As the greyhounds rush from the 
starting box, it is the duty of the chartman to say which dog 
is first out of the box, second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth. He has an assistant to whom he gives his 
report as the race is being run. Both must be extremely quick. 


This report is later placed in the program for the bene- 
fit of the dyed-in-the-wool racing fans, who study these re- 
ports or charts far more deeply than the average “boy or girl 
study their lessons.” By studying the charts, the greyhound 
enthusiast learns what dogs are distance runners or which 
ones are sprinters. They also learn which post position is 
preferred by the dog. Some like the inside or rail position, 
while others prefer the extreme outside. Others leave the 
starting box slowly but are powerful finishers while others 
“break” quickly but do not have the stamina to finish strong. 


Greyhounds are not only among the most beautiful but 
loveable of all animals. It is seldom one finds a mean grey- 
hound, though many of them are inclined to be shy. Others 
are extremely affectionate and love human company. 

One story which is often told in greyhound circles reveals 
a strange attachment a greyhound took for a Palm Beach 
resident, who formerly resided in Ohio. 

Several years ago the Ohioan was at a greyhound track 
in Texas. He wagered twenty dollars on the daily double and 
after the first half won he found that if his choice in the sec- 
ond won, he would receive $1800 for his wager. When the 
second half entry won, he was so happy, he went to the 
owner of the greyhound which had -won in the second half 
and gave him his Ohio address saying that if he ever desired 
to give the greyhound a good home, he should send it to h*m, 


collect. 
About two years later, an expressman rang his doorbell

and delivered a crate containing the greyhound. The Ohioan 
kept his word and gave the dog a fine home. The greyhound 
soon became so attached to his new owner, that he followed 
him where ever he went, into hotels, department stores and 
in fact everywhere.

The 
average greyhound costs approximately $5,000. Greyhounds 
start racing when they are a year old and race for five years. 
Since the average greyhound can earn more than $1,000 a 
year it can readily be seen why they are so expensive. 

Some of the largest greyhound racing kennels are owned 
by women who have shown that they can successfully com- 
pete with men owners. Mrs. Marie Kirk, is a very successful 
greyhound owner at the local track.

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Che Hollingsworth Safari 


DREAM to visit the continent of Africa after read- 
Q ing Smuts, Livingstone, Stanley, and Rhodes and 
boning up on witch doctors, jungle men and man 
eaters, and twice making plans that missed fruition, came 
true last fall for Mr. and Mrs. James E. Hollingsworth of 
Via Palma, Palm Beach. 
“Tt all happened one day when we were comfortably re- 
laxing in our Palm Beach home,” said Mrs. Hollingsworth 
when asked how the third try really became a reality. 


“A friend of ours called on the phone from New York 
and asked how we'd like to accompany a group of friends 
including Ralph Damon, President of TWA and his wife, on 
a safari to Africa. 

“You can imagine what a whirl we were in after we’d 
said ‘yes’ with a capital ‘Y,’ and what further whirl confront- 
ed us when we began dashing to get shots for malaria, 
typhus, cholera, smallpox and enough other things to make 
us feel like pin cushions when we set off from Idlewilde Air- 
port a week later,” she said. 


A party of 21 bound for East Africa which has been 
visited by relatively few Americans, the adventurers traveled 
by constellation to the big game country, Addis Ababa, Nai- 
robi, Kenya ... the land of the lion, tiger, zebras, giraffes, 
hippopotamus, rhinoceros where they camped in the shadow 
of 19,767-foot Mt. Kilmanjaro’s snow-capped dome, even on 
its mountain slopes and on the rim of the huge Ngorongoro 
Crater ... and from where the Palm Beach members of the 
party brought back 500 feet of 16 mm. color film showing 
the jungle animals in their native veldt. 


In a well kept journal of the trip enthusiastic Mrs. Hol- 
lingsworth, as thoroughly schooled a traveler as her husband, 
set down every exciting moment. 


“After leaving Gander, Newfoundland,” she writes, “we 
flew to Shannon, Ireland and over the plains of Tipperary. 
Thence over the southwest tip of England and on to Paris 
where we were afforded a two-hour tour of the city, given a 
champagne party by city officials, and then whisked on to 
Geneva, Switzerland, and over Mt. Blane which for the first 
time in many trips we’ve made over the Swiss Alps was as 
clearly visible as the nicely land out vegetable gardens of 
France that we saw en route.” 


Mt. Blane on a clear day is “the most breath-taking 
beauty I’ve ever seen,’ Mrs. Hollingsworth said, “we circled 
her many times so all cameraphiles aboard could capture her 
glistening glaciers and great crevices and fissures.” 


On to Athens, it was there that the party was enter- 
tained by King Paul and Queen Frederika at a tea in their 
summer palace. ‘They were charming informal hosts,” says 
Mrs. Hollingsworth, “and talked to all in our party telling 
us incidents of Greek suffering at the hands of the Com- 
munists during War II. The Soviet soldiers we were told, 
cut off the legs and gouged out the eyes of blooded cattle; 
and with great pride the King related how when his Queen 
made a speech to the enemy concerning their wanton des- 
truction they gave her a big hand and the next day placed 
her picture in all the store windows along side that of Stalin.” 

Here the ancient world of Greece was visited by the

expedition . . . the Parthenon, the Acropolis, even a session 
of Parliament. “Where,” recalls Mrs. Hollingsworth, “I’m 
sure Plato, Pericles or Aristotle would have been sadly dis- 
appointed had they been around to hear, for although the 
women had won the vote at the last election, the senators 
were still debating as to whether they were ready or not for 
such responsibility. I felt like staying in Greece and help- 
ing the women.” 

Next came Cairo, its streets teeming with miserable hu- 
manity, but with ‘“‘Aladdin’s lamp in the hands of TWA,” 
beautiful quarters for the American visitor afforded a view 
over the Nile and the Pyramids, along with escorted trips by 
city officials to the Sphinx, and to the museum that houses 
treasures from the tomb of King Tut-Ankhamen, a visit to 
a camel auction in so dangerous a part of the city a police 
escort was provided ... and finally a cocktail party where 
among guests included was General Mohammed Naguib, Pre- 
mier of Egypt... attending his first social function since he 
ousted Farouk. “He was a very dynamic man,” says Mrs. 
Hollingsworth “with bright piercing eyes.” 

Wending their air way over Mecca, the African-bound 
safari landed next at Port Sudan where the temperature was 
102 degrees ... “no shade, no breeze,” then on to Ethiopia 
“where” Mrs. Hollingsworth remembering her history, says 
“the Queen of Sheba spent a winter with King Solomon. 
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They had a slight affair, also a son from whom Haile Selas- 
sie and thousands of Ethiopians are descended.” 

With the schedule such that there was no time to change 
clothes, the caravan was swept off to a reception at His Maj- 
esty’s Imperial Palace ‘‘where I’m sure no emperor before or 
after Haile Selassie will ever receive a more heterogeneously 
garbed delegation.” 

“The palace and grounds are most impressive with thou- 
sands of white Calla lilies growing in formal gardens. We 
entered a room about 100 feet long. Where after all 21 of 
us had been presented we were seated around a dais, His 
Majesty asking each couple in turn to come forward and talk 
to him. 

“T talked about American cooking of which I had heard 
he was fond, and after he replied that was true, and that he 
had just that day had lemon pie for lunch, I gave him my 
favorite Key West recipe and presented him with some gra- 
ham crackers and evaporated milk from the United States 
to use in making the pie.” 

“My husband gave him a message from Palm Beach 
friends, former ambassador and Mrs. H. Murray-Jacoby and 
explained that they were now retired and our neighbors in 
Florida. But when the Ethiopian Emperor seemed so hurt 
to think Mr. Murray-Jacoby wasn’t engaged in some useful 
work for the good of humanity, Jim hastened to tell him, 
‘Mr. Murray-Jacoby writes articles,’ whereupon the frown 
left his face and he seemed pleased. It was easy to see he 
didn’t approve of people under sixty retiring. 

“We were all impressed with him. His face was sad and 
spiritually expressive, and despite his sad plight at the hands 
of the League of Nations which allowed the Italians to over- 
power the little country, he intimated that he still had faith 
in humanity.” 

Off to Nairobi, the capital of Kenya, a first glimpse of 
the dark and mysterious continent presented the Masai, tall, 
straight men who stand like a stork on one leg. Their ears 
are pierced when they are children, Mrs. Hollingsworth learn- 
ed with a larger and heavier wedge placed in the pierced lobe 
each month until they are able to wear rings as large as 
teacups. 

“In the older men and women the ears resemble a Cocker 
Spaniel,” she said ‘‘and a Masai debutante, with thousands 
of flies clinging to her greasy body wore two ‘Ever Ready’ 
storage batteries in her ears. 

Describing an evening in the jungle following the group’s 
celebration of Mr. and Mrs. Damon’s thirtieth wedding anni- 
versary “when we dined on cake francolin, delicious and simi- 
lar to grouse, and champagne, and when after presentation 
to them of an elephant’s foot to be used as a waste basket, 
there suddenly arose a great roar,” Mrs. Hollingsworth said: 


“We knew it was a lion and that it was close to camp. 
Especially when three native boys standing just outside our 
tent came flying in, terror written over their faces. The 
white hunters leapt into their safari wagons and in a very 
short time reported back that they had spied Simba not more 
than a quarter of a mile away making off into the bushes 
with a little Thompson gazelle—just a midnight snack for the 
king of beasts.” 

A real lion feast is a zebra, she said, the lion capturing 
the zebra by pouncing on its back and breaking its neck. 
“We took pictures of a lioness who had just feasted on zebra,” 
said Mrs. Hollingsworth, “and although she was completely 
relaxed with sides extended like balloons, we were neverthe- 
less very cautious.” 


; Lions she said are supposed to be harmless after filling 
their tummies. “But camp fires which are supposed to keep 
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wild animals from coming near camps we found not to be 
depended on, so we just automatically took no chances with 
Mrs. Lion.” 

One comes up to Nyeri when going to “Tree Tops”—the 
only tree house in the world where you may stay and watch 
wild animals out of the jungle come up right underneath. 
Nyeri is four hours from Nairobi, and off went the Hollings- 
worths, fortunate in that now instead of waiting for a full 
moon, the owners of “Tree Tops” since Princess Elizabeth’s 
visit, have used a spotlight. It was there that the present 
Queen of England received the news of her father’s death. 

Arriving at the bottom of a hill, you traverse a beaten 
path through a forest, a hazardous climb where every little 
way you come upon a ladder on the trunk of a tree placed 
there in the event one should be accosted by an elephant, 
buffalo or rhino. If one doesn’t make it, the white hunter 
is forced to shoot the beast, and he would rather not, since 
it means stirring the jungle to fury and white heat. 

Says Mrs. Hollingsworth of “Tree Tops’’: 

“Tt is a small house built in a large, old rambling Fig 
Tree. To get to it you climb a 40 foot ladder. This cottage 
in the trees consists of a dining room, small bar, kitchen, 3 
bedrooms, and 2 toilets. A long porch with benches extends 
the full length of the house on the North side. 

“We all got ourselves comfortably seated and waited— 
suddenly lumbering out of the jungle came a big 2 ton rhino. 
We were so high in the trees he couldn’t get our scent so he

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had a wonderful time drinking and wallowing in the mud and 
water, while our avid cameramen photographed him fore and 
aft. 

“Several Colobus monkeys put on trapeze acts for us in 
the nearby trees. A Colobus monkey looks exactly like a 
Black and White striped skunk—except his face. They are 
really beautiful monkeys and their long black and white tails 
look like willow plumes. 

“Next to put on an act for us and absolutely unconscious 
of our being there was a flock of baboons. Two mothers had 
tiny babies clinging underneath them to their tummies. The 
mothers would leap through the air from limb to limb in the 
trees, they would fight fleas, ants and bees without ever drop- 
ping their appendages. One baby was about 10 days old. 


He had a pink face, pink ears, hands and feet and looked ~ 


exactly like a new born Japanese baby. 

“Several delicately molded Bush Buck, looking and step- 
ping very much like ballet dancers came down to lick the salt 
and to drink. They came to the forest’s edge and stood there 
motionless for sometimes as much as 20 minutes before ad- 
vancing one more step. 

“A variety of antelope, water buck and gazelle came too, 
and by moonlight we saw African buffalo. Using our night 
glasses and a vivid imagination we could make out their out- 
lines and long horns. We had a perfectly delicious dinner 
in our little house in the ‘Tree Tops” which consisted of 
Eland stew, better and more tender than venison. 

“It was bitterly cold at night although near the equator 
we were about 6,000 feet elevation. The cold breezes blew 
from the snowy, icy sides of 17,000 foot Mt. Kenya. We slept 
with all our clothes on—including our top coats. No one slept 
very much though except the snorers.”

Trout fishing, native dances on every forest corner, an 
excellent view of a Secretary bird killing a puff adder by 
jumping on it in perfect rhythm ... even a Maw Maw upris- 
ing were highlights included in the exciting safari. 

“In fact,” recalls Mrs. Hollingsworth, “the night before 
we visited ‘Tree Tops’ Maw Maws had killed a chief of the 
Kikuyus. This was part of their campaign to force all the 
Kikuyus to join the Maw Maws. Mr. Sherbrooke Walker 
asked the Davis’ and us to go with him to a de-oathing cere- 
mony. When we arrived upon the scene there were about 
500 Kikuyus sitting on the ground with bared heads. Most 
of them were dressed in very ragged, Sari-like draped cloth 
made of skin or wool or cotton. Their chief, a young Oxford 
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educated man spoke to them eloquently and told them the 
dangers of Maw Maw. It was estimated that about 94 per- 
cent of those present had taken the Maw Maw oath. At that 
point the Medicine Man or Witch Doctor arose. His face was 
painted with grease and red ocher. He wore goat skins and 
on his head he had a cap from which hung the black and 
white tail of the Colobus monkey. He waved crooked sticks 
in the air like a wand, then he beat up some herbs in a sheep 
skin, intoned some words of magic over them—sprinkled 
them over those assembled and in this way they were releas- 
ed of the Maw Maw oath they had taken. There were be- 
tween 10 and 20 English planters there. They had brought

their employees in trucks. All the farmers in that neighbor- 
hood were extremely worried about the rise of the Maw Maw. 
They did not know which employees they could trust. Know- 
ing that most of their help had been forced through intimida- 
tion to join the Maw Maw they were very eager to have them 
released from their oath. In several cases three or four Kiku- 
yu employees had cut off the arms and legs of the people for 
whom they worked. The farms are far apart and there are 
few telephones. The farmers were patrolling their farms at 
night and carrying guns in and around their houses all day.” 

As time came to return home, Mrs. Hollingsworth re- 
calls that she had become so adept at living in jungle simplic- 
ity that “I found myself putting on powder and lipstick by 
flashlight and no longer ns the mistake of getting into 
Jim’s slacks instead of my own.’ 

“And Jim,” she concludes, ‘chad become so accustomed to 
the roar of lions that on one of our last nights out when I 
became alarmed as the thunder of a beast came closer by the 
minute, he just sleepily told me to draw my feet up under 
me when I asked in panting breath whether a lion if he got 
into our tent would chew off my legs first and then kill me 
or kill me and chew off my legs.”

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JAMES MELTON will sing for 
“March of Dimes” 


stage, opera and motion pictures, will present a recital 

Sunday evening, March 21, at Royal Poinciana Chapel 
for the benefit of the March of Dimes. Receipts will be 
issued as tickets to the recital, and a $10.00 contribution will 
insure admission. 

It seems that James Melton was predestined to sing. So, 
his theme song, “I Will Bring You Music,” might well para- 
phrase the musical career of ‘““America’s Favorite Tenor” of 
the Metropolitan Opera Association, concert stage, screen 
and radio. 

Born in Moultrie, Georgia, James Melton was raised in 
Ocala, Florida, where he re- 
ceived his early education. One 
of six children, young James 
was reared in a musical atmos- 
phere that reflected both the 
ancestral Irish love of singing, 
and the spontaneous philosophi- 
cal commentaries on a section 
of American life—the Negro 
spiritual. 

He entered the University of 
Florida, after a short stint 
with the United States Navy, 
with the purpose of studying 
law. There he found a place in 
the college band playing the 
saxophone, and naturally, also 
sang in the glee club and choir. 
It was as a member of the lat- 
ter that the President of the 
University heard him, became 
very interested and advised 
him to devote his time to his 
voice. Two years later, he 
transferred to Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity in Nashville, Tennessee, 
in order to study voice under 
the eminent eacher and former 
Metropolitan Opera tenor, Gae- 
tano de Luca. He played the 
saxophone in a hotel orches- 
tra to earn his expenses, and 
eventually saved enough to carry him to New York. There 
he auditioned for one of the nation’s top showmen, “‘Roxy”’ 
Rothaphel. The latter was so impressed that he listened 
uninterruptedly to the young tenor for two solid hours with 
a pen in one hand and a contract in the other. 

Melton’s debut at the Roxy Theatre was sensational, and 
the success he scored kept growing year after year. While 
still with “Roxy,” he was repeatedly sought after by the 
world-famous male quartet—The Revelers. With the advice 
and blessing of “Roxy,” he finally joined the quartet as their 
top-tenor, and his fame rose to stellar heights both at home 
and abroad, through concert tours and recordings. 


Pp sare MELTON, the beloved “Jimmy” of radio, concert 


In 1934, a signal event of great future importance took 
place. He did a 28-day whirlwind concert tour with the 
composer-pianist George Gershwin, singing 28 concerts in 
just so many days. This was James Melton’s first taste of 
the concert field. Ever since he started studying voice, the 
great masterpieces of vocal and operatic literature had fas- 
cinated him. He had always vowed to himself that some day 
he would become a concert star; to this end, he amassed a 
large repertoire of songs, which, today, numbers well over 
4000. However, before embarking upon a concert career, 
Hollywood beckoned. . . This was 1937! 

The year 1937 is an important one. Warner Brothers 
called him to Hollywood to star 
in such box-office hits as 
“Stars Over Broadway,” “Sing 
Me A Love Song,” and ‘Melody 
for Two.” Recently, Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer called him to 
the coast as singing star in 
their musical extravaganza, 
“Ziegfeld Follies.” 

More important still, the 
year 1937 was a turning point 
in the Melton career. He for- 
sook the field of popular music 
to establish himself as a serious 
artist of the concert and oper- 
atic worlds. In recital, James 
Melton has few equals in the 
interpretation of the loveable 
folk songs and ballads of Amer- 
ica, and being a fluent linguist, 
he catches the musical and dra- 
matic moods of Italian, French 
and German classics as _ skill- 
fully as those of his native 
tongue. Since 1937, the James 
Melton concert tours have 
taken him into every state of 
the Union and into every Cana- 
dian province; and he has sung 
with many symphony or- 
chestras. 

In 1938 James Melton made 
his debut with the Cincinnati Opera Company, then per- 
formed with the Chicago Opera Company and later, the Met- 
ropolitan. His career on radio and television has placed him 
in the position of being a household word all over America. 
He is currently starring in the weekly television show ‘Ford 
Festival” on NBC-TV for the Ford Dealers of America. 

With his wife, the former Marjorie McClure of Akron, 
Ohio, and red-headed daughter, Margo, Mr. Melton is an 
enthusiastic gardener, farmer, interior decorator and, most 
notably, collector of antique automobiles. Together the 
Meltons share a comfortable home and farm in the Connecti- 
cut Hills, where they pursue their hobbies together.

To Have Wading Pool 


ITTLE DROPS OF WATER and little 
a grains of sand,’ made famous in 

an oft-quoted verse, will create 
brand new horses out of old and lame 
ones at Gulfstream Park, following 
completion of a novel innovation to be 
presented at the seaside track. In his 
latest move designed to improve the lot 
of horsemen and their thoroughbreds in 
the stable section, President James 
Donn has authorized construction of a 
large wading pool where crippled horses, 
broken in both spirit and legs, will be 
able to take the “salt water cure” in an 
effort to restore them to soundness. 

This pool, several hundred yards in 
circumference, is to be located along- 
side the canal which runs past Gulf- 
stream’s stables, and salt water will be 
daily pumped into the area. The pool 
can be reached by means of a ramp and 
as horses enjoy their stroll, knee-deep in 
invigorating salt water, attendants will 
be able to keep pace with them and con- 
trol them from the high and dry 
outer rim. 

Gulfstream Park will become the first 
and only track in the northern hemi- 
sphere to present this innovation, al- 
though salt water long has been con- 
sidered a perfect antidote to fevered 
tendons and ankles, and the soundness 
of youth has been restored to scores of 
battered legs through the magic alchemy 
of ocean brine. A few years ago Golden 
Prince, a famous campaigner, was con- 
demned to racing’s scrap pile at the 
early age of 4, due to weak underpin- 
ning. Trainer Harry Unna refused to 
accept the decision, instead shipping the 
horse to Imperial Beach, midway be- 
tween San Diego and the old Tia Juana 
race course. There over the glistening 
sands and in the warm surf muscular 
soreness vanished as Golden Prince took 
his daily walks through salt water. The 
following spring he galloped to victory 
in the $100,000 Coffroth Handicap, then 
the richest race in the world. 

Gulfstream Park’s equine interpreta- 
tion of the “ol’ swimmin’ hole” is to 
be situated near the contemplated yacht 
basin, and water will be just high 
enough to overlap the knees, subject to 
much of the racing strain. Horsemen 
at the track, informed of the contem- 
plated addition, have expressed their 
delight, regarding it as a major ad- 
vancement in keeping their thorough- 
breds sound while lengthening their 
life, their racing usefulness and their 
consistency.

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of the Palm Beaches preparatory to landing there, 

planes carrying winter visitors and cottage colonists 
allow passengers a number of visual surprises this year. New 
buildings dot the landscape below; new areas have been 
cleared for cultivation and fat cattle graze where only a 
few months earlier acres of scrub palmettos indicated useless 
land. The biggest surprise of all is reserved until the tense 
moments just before landing, when slow air-speed gives 
opportunity to view the metamorphosis of Palm Beach Inter- 
national Airport. 

Purposeful building and renovating going on at PBIA 
is most obvious to the incoming passenger when he is being 
taxied to the south side of the field. Instead of the old north 
side terminal which resembled, more than anything else, a 
stage set left over from the play “Rain,” he descends from 
his plane before a roomy, clean hangar now used as tem- 
porary terminal. To his left is the modern and attractive new 
terminal nearly ready for public use. 

Civilian plane parking and servicing are now done en- 
tirely on the south side of the field, next to Southern Boule- 
vard, and more easily accessible to Palm Beach than was 
the north side terminal. Housed in the-Palm Beach Aero 
Corporation hangar are the agencies of Eastern, National, 
Mackey, Q Airways, British Overseas and Midet, scheduled 
carriers; as well as non-scheduled passenger and cargo car- 
riers Riddle Aviation and Resort Airlines. 

In the new terminal will be the usual airline offices, 
ticket counters, baggage scales and the squat machines that 
promise to pay $5,000.00 to your bereaved family—should 
you not reach your destination in one piece—for the small 
investment of a quarter. A Howard Johnson snack bar is 
to be installed on the first floor. On the second floor are 
offices for the County Director of Aviation, who is airport 
manager of the civilian side, U. S. Government Weather 
Bureau and CAA offices. 

An average of thirty scheduled flights are entering and 
leaving Palm Beach’s nearest airport each twenty-four hours, 
augmented by non-scheduled flights and executive aircraft. 
Keeping civilian and military flights separate and insuring 
safety to everyone is a monumental job, and to the credit of 
the CAA, which regulates all flight patterns in this vicinity, 
not a single accident has occurred in the eighteen months 
since PBIA’S reactivation as a military base. 

The airport, formerly known as Morrison Field in honor 
of Palm Beach’s pioneer aviatrix, Grace Morrison, has been 
greatly changed in all respects in a surprisingly short time. 
Covering approximately sixteen hundred acres, it is divided 
like the sections of a huge pie by two main runways, a 
Northwest-Southeast and another running Southwest-North- 
east. The south side, paralleled by Southern Boulevard, is 
now entirely civilian territory. East, west and north sides 
have been taken into military jurisdiction. 

It is impossible, now, for the casual civilian to drive 
into military territory at PBIA. Driving up to any of the 
gates, he would be stopped by a smartly-uniformed, white- 
gloved MP, and in courteous tones informed that definite 
business on the base is necessary for admittance. The old 
days of driving idly in from Belvedere Road and: around the 
north side of the field are over for the duration of PBIA’s 
use as an air force installation.

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If it were possible, however, for our incoming air pas- 
senger to take a tour of the field before going to his home 
or hotel, he would drive from the airlines terminal east 
along Southern Boulevard a short distance, pass through the 
guarded intersection that was Congress Avenue, and be in 
a seemingly different world. 

Skeletons of wood against the wide blue sky are waiting 
for the SA-16, Grumman Albatross planes of para-rescue 
squads to need renovating and minor repairs. The sharp- 
nosed, small planes which fly so many missions of mercy 
are eased into these platforms, where mechanics swarm over 
their charges, making them air and sea-worthy again. 

A salvage yard is next as the road turns north across 
the end of the field nearest West Palm Beach’s city dump. 
Here miscellaneous salvagable articles from Miami Interna= 
tional Airport, as well as PBIA, are sorted, and occasional 
public sales are held. An old gas range, huge pipes and a 
forlorn-looking truck make up some of the dross collected 
in the salvage yard. : 

Several enormous C-124, Globemaster, planes are parked 
along the north side of the field. These aircraft, costing 
$2,500,000 each, and each carrying twenty-five tons of mate- 
rial, two hundred equipped men or one hundred stretcher 
cases at a time, are cared for meticulously. The planes receive 
maintenance and nominal repairs here, being sent to central 
repair bases for major overhaul. An open main gear well 
reveals the complicated machinery in one wheel, alone, of the 
mammoth planes. Inside they resemble the hold of a ship, 
except that they are spotlessly clean. 

Tearing his eyes away from this sample of where his 
income tax dollar goes, the touring citizen would next round 
the northeast end of PBIA and find himself in the real hub 
of activity on the military side of the field. Huge repair 
hangars face the open field, and beside them are tall “stair-

ways to the stars” as the platforms used to work on the big 
planes are called. 

Along the sides of the well-kept streets he will now see 
rows of barracks, each holding seventy men, all painted a 
soft, refreshing shade of green. Between the two-story bar- 
racks are dotted one-story office and administration build- 
ings. A green concrete building holds, in proper refrigera- 
tion, the meat supplies of the base. Meat is purchased through 
an arrangement with the Navy and shipped from Key West. 

Rows of warehouses, painted white with dark green 
trim, are bisected by the spur railroad track that enables 
whole trainloads of supplies to be brought in with ease. All 
the old Morrison Field buildings that were usable at all have 
been renovated, sometimes with little more than a shell of 
the original structure to start with. 

Para-rescue school facilities make up part of the north 
side structures; the revolutionary flight simulator and more 
soon to arrive will occupy three concrete buildings. Classes 
in something are going on for fifteen hours of every day, 
seven days a week, in the military base. 


A fully equipped base hospital and medical dispensary 
take care of the health needs of men at the base; with dentists 
and a dental laboratory for oral hygiene. The base hospital, 
recently opened to service dependents in this area, has already 
sheltered a set of twins, with even better results anticipated 
in future. 

Non-denominational Protestant services are alternated 
with Catholic in the base chapel. Looking in its fresh white 
paint like a small-town church in any part of the country, 
the chapel is a favorite with homesick recruits. 

First-run movies are shown at the base theater, costing 
only a quarter to officers and enlisted men alike, with chil- 
dren under six admitted free. Three service clubs and a 
library provide adequate recreational facilities. 

Not even a leisurely trip around the reactivated airport 
gives any indication of the complex problems that have been 
met and conquered here in past months. Intermeshing the 
functions of a busy military air base with “business as usual” 
by airlines and landing privileges for multi-engine corpora- 
tion planes flown here by executives from all over the coun- 
try, was the job of Civil Aeronautical Administration. Re- 
sponsible to the air force, CAA personnel operate the control 
tower, setting all air traffic patterns.

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IMULTANEOUS WITH THIS ISSUE of Palm Beach Life’s 
oN appearance on the news stands is the opening of the 

justly famous annual exhibition of French masters of 
the nineteenth and twentieth century at the Worth Avenue 
Gallery which again has been lent through kindness of 
M. Knoedler and Company, Inc., of New York. 

An important collection by artists held in esteem and 
affection over the entire world today, one might say it covers 
a period from Monet to Dali, for there is included work by 
that great master to whom it has been said the Impressionists 
owe the most as well as examples by Picasso, Vuillard and 
Dali, Dufy, Rouault, living today. 

For many gallery goers it will be the Impressionists, 
considered the old masters of modern painting who will hold 
the greatest interest for more and more as time goes on, 
critics, connoisseurs, and those versed in the teaching of 
painting have established the Impressionists as the ones who 
brought the most to Art in an enrichment of the means 
available for painting. Monet, Mary Cassatt and Renoir are 
the Impressionists included in the current Worth Avenue 
show, artistically arranged under the expert attention of the 
directors, Mrs. Duggett Benson and Mrs. Archibald Rayner. 

Cezanne, represented by “A Portrait of Madame 
Cezanne,” stands as a leader of the post-impressionist period 
for while he began work outdoors following the advice of 
Pissarro, he constantly searched for theories of his own. 
And whereas the Impressionists concerned themselves with 
textures of colors and vibrating lights, Cezanne interested 
himself in volumes, and in the sense of structural design of 
which one becomes aware in pondering the natural scene. 
He was a parent of cubism, but he achieved concrete form 
without stripping bare the descriptive accessories of nat- 
ural appearances. 

However, innovator that he was, and often called a rebel, 
Cezanne ever looked with reverence to the old masters, find- 
ing them as he said “‘a solace and support,” and many authors 
who have delved into the great artist’s life and times believe 
he would have abhorred the hard mechanical pedantry of 
much painting that came after him as the “father of 
abstract art: | 

Bernard has written that Cezanne said to him, “You 
must see in Nature the cylinder, the sphere and the cone,” 
which that art authority has interpreted to mean “you do 
not need to strip Nature or build up outside of Nature the 
cylinder, the sphere and the cone.” 

Today Cezanne’s work is considered among the best 
French art, being both intimate and cosmic. 

Signac (Paul) watercolors number five in the exhibition, 
each of sporting and yachting scenes which that artist so 
enjoyed portraying. Signae who studied with Pissarro and 
with that Impressionist and Seurat developed Neo-Impres- 
sionism was a skillful master of every medium of pictorial 
expression. His technique is the logical consequence of 
Monet’s impressionism and the further development of 
Seurat’s pointillism. 


In his work it will be observed that he breaks up one 
of Seurat’s value surfaces into ten more gradations, and 
instead of the dots he applies pigment in small rectangles 
which gives his canvases the appearance of mosaics. Both 
his oils and watercolors are superbly decorative. 

Among later artists prominent in a sphere of influence 
as regards French painting Utrillo will be found honoring 
the exhibition with two paintings, “Rue a Sannois” and 
“Inn of the White Rabbit.” 

An artist whose personal life seems to attract writers 
of today quite as much as that of Tolouse Lautrec, he is 
often referred to as “the Bohemian painter’’—the legendary 
artist of the Montmartre. In his townscapes of Paris there 
is something curiously alive and vibrating in the paint 
texture. 

It is not easy for today’s art cataloguers to classify 
Utrillo for his paintings are naturalistic, and it is said, 
painted from memory. Among modern painters he is some- 
times referred to as a “part-primitive, quasi-professional 
painter.” 

Others who came after the Impressionists included in 
the Worth Avenue Gallery exhibition are Rouault, Odilon, 
Redon, Constantin Guys, Derain, Maillol, Mare Chagall, Raoul 
Dufy, Picasso and Dali. 

In a return to the Impressionists, Monet, represented by 
“L’Aiguille d’ Eretat,” and “Willows and Haycocks”; Mary 
Cassatt by “Femme au Chapeaux,” and Renoir by five paint- 
ings, “Cup and Lemon,” “Woman Seated,” “Heads” (two), 
and “Two Figures,” one will notice in the noble array of 
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“The Open Door,”’ by E, Vuillard,

colors, the leanings of these pioneers toward a profound 
feeling for values and expressions in Nature. 

Actually as authorities have said, the work of the Im- 
pressionists is close to a point at which art approaches 
literature for in their struggle against the methods of the 
classical school they achieved the smile of the Mona Lisa 
through the medium of landscape both in the direct light 
of the rising or setting sun or by means of the softly illu- 
minated figure of a nude. Or, as in the art of Mary Cassatt, 
who was known throughout her life to begin work early 
in the morning, stopping only with the dimming light of 
dusk in following the ideas of Impressionism in her pastels 
and oils depicting for the most part the tender relationship 
between a mother and her child. 

Monet who earned the title “Impressionism” for him- 
self and his colleagues struggling a little over a century to 
break through to new frontiers in the art world is the one 
of whom it has been said, “he made the sea and the earth 
sparkle with color.” 

Keen, curious, intelligent and highly educated to the 
disintegration of colors into an incredible number of nuances, 
Monet painted the particular poetry of every hour of the 
day with a divine sense of harmony. 

Born in Paris in 1840, Claude Monet spent his early 
years at Le Havre, where he earned local recognition as a 
caricaturist. Here he met Eugene Boudin (also represented 
in the Worth Avenue Gallery current show) and derived 
most of his knowledge of painting from him, and a Dutch 
artist named Johan-Barthold Jongkind, perfecting his art 
finally through his own communing and observation of 
Nature. 

In 1868 Monet won a prize in an exhibition at Le Havre. 
But it did not encourage him. He was dissatisfied with his 
work and financial burdens weighed heavily on him. Going 
to Paris it was during the next few years that he met the 
group of young resourceful artists at the Cafe Guerbois, 


who were later to join him in an accurate record of the 
transitory appearance of Nature. 

Thorugh a lifetime of painting, Monet produced hun- 
dreds of canvases which are today treasured as the purest 
and according to some authorities the finest examples of 
what the nineteenth century school represented in its 
rebellion. 

For his staunch belief in a new attitude toward the 
visible universe, Monet was destined to suffer. Actually to 
begin with, impressionism was a term of abuse from an 
irate critic describing an exhibition of Monet’s painting at 
a Durand-Ruel show in 1874. 

Some of it was seized and sold in assorted lots at about 
thirty francs per lot. The present price of just a few of 
these would have kept Monet and his family in a life 
of luxury. 

However, this did not deter him from battling against 
academic standards so that today instead of jeers and bois- 
terous laughter such as George Moore in his ‘Confessions’ 
describes, ‘“‘when artists opposed to the Impressionists gulped 
down their breakfasts to hustle to an exhibition in order to 
spend the day making the pioneers as miserable as possible,” 
gallery goers often stand breathless before the exquisite can- 
vases that gleam like jewels with light and color. 

Monet, Pissarro and Sisley suffered the most for their 
excursions into the open air, some writers claiming each 
sacrificed to a degree the possibility of further developing 
their gifts by the antagonism and hatred for their thoughts 
and actions. 

Renoir was the exception. Considered by many critics 
to be the greatest of the Impressionists, his life might be 
likened to that of a tree or flowers without any of the 
complications which men bring to Nature. In a wide, good 
sense, Renoir was an optimist. Flowers, fruit and women 
were for him a lasting source of gentle and pleasurable 
excitement.

There were no conflicts in his soul, no room for tragedy 
and he possessed the symmetry and naturalness which ani- 
mals and flowers possess to a higher degree than men, though 
moderation ruled him and he was spiritually sound and 
balanced. 

What Renoir painted and how he painted it had its roots 
in his own being. Portraits, flowers, sunlit landscapes re- 
flected his cheerful, sensual temperament. 

Renoir more than any other artist of his time painted 
the ‘“‘good life.”” During his long career he recorded only 
what he liked, and he once said “my concern has always 
been to paint human beings like beautiful fruit—when I 
paint a buttock, I feel like patting it for that’s when I know 
it’s finished.” 

Redon, whose portrait “Young Man” brings distinction 
to the Worth Avenue French annual, was born about the 
same time as Renoir, but had little connection with the Im- 
pressionists and never became involved in the revolutionary 
tendencies that stirred the Paris art world of his youth 
and manhood. 

His is a highly personal manner of expression. He had 
a close kinship with literati and it is said that what he 
envisioned with pastel crayon or pencil was the counterpart 
of the written word by such contemporaries as Baudelaire 
and Flaubaert. 

He is a poet in the perception of color, his pictures ex- 
pressing moods and communicating states of mind. His pic- 
tures are often delicately veiled including a tinted haze both 
vague and illusive. 

Work by the Austrian born artist of French parents, 
Luigi Loir (1845) is presented in “Beach Scene,” and a 
watercolor by Constantin Guys, one of the less acclaimed 
masters of the nineteenth century, is also included. 

Guys, who disliked publicity, was referred to by Baude- 
laide only by his initials, but Proust was more kindly and 
in describing Mme. Swann riding in her elegant victoria 
borne along by a pair of fiery horses said “‘they were slender 
as those in the drawings of Constantin Guys.” 


Raoul Dufy, the noted “fauve,’”’ has five watercolors in 
the show and there is one by his contemporary, Georges 
Rouault, who ran the gauntlet with him when they used 
impressionism as a point of departure to introduce their 
violent, colorful painting techniques that brought them the 
title of ‘“‘wild beasts.” 

His brush, it will be noticed, is handled in a fluid and 
spontaneous manner. Painting is combined with drawing 
in his pictures and he shows a love of buoyancy and a lack 
of finish in achieving expressive and enchanting illusions of 
space and atmosphere. 

Rouault, considered the foremost religious artist of our 
time, paints with a fierce personal concern for the wicked- 
ness of the world and the sordid, evil people in it. One of 
his most noted paintings, through not of a religious nature, 
is a superb example of what the French contemporary thinks 
of hypocritical and self-righteous bourgeois. When asked 
who posed for “Mr. X,” Ronault replied, “He has existed 
eternally and is reborn when you think he is dead.” 

Born in Paris in 1871, Rouault is still a productive 
artist and his independence as a man and an artist is re- 
flected in all that he has done over a stretch of better than 
a half century. 

Picasso is represented by ‘Harlequin,’ a watercolor. 
Although still alive, Picasso is almost a legend. He has been 
active for over 30 years, his painting technique changing 
sharply during many periods of painting. 

There are no evolutions in his art as he expresses it, 
but only “several manners—whenever I have something to 
say, I say it in a manner in which I feel it ought to be said.” 

With Braque, the two are considered the co-inventors 
of cubism. Although a Spaniard by birth, Picasso has com- 
pletely identified himself with his adopted country and for 
30 years has been regarded as one of the leaders of the 
French school. 

A delightful excursion into the world of painting, the 
exhibition will continue for several weeks, with the public 
invited to view the great paintings, drawings and watercolors.

ASSAU, BAHAMAS—Washington’s Birthday has come 
and gone, but the gay social season here shows no 
sign of lessening in activity. Formerly, February 22 
marked the turning point in the Nassau season. This year, 
for the first time, Washington’s Birthday might almost be 
regarded as merely a “warm-up” for the bright round of 
activities that are yet to come.

Of these dates, Washington’s Birthday is the most im- 
portant locally. The entire winter colony participates in the 
festivities attendant upon the occasion, and all of Nassau’s 
hotels, guest houses and other resort enterprises offer special

Only around twenty of the three-wheeled Afromobiles, 
of which there were once over four hundred, are still in use. 
First introduced locally, around the turn of the century by 
Henry M. Flagler, the man-powered, comfortable, tropical 
wicker chairs served the populace while most of Palm Beach 
was still dense undergrowth and swampy muckland. With 
the exception of a police vehicle, and bicycles, they are still 
the only means of transportation permitted on the Lake 
‘Trails? 

We will ride with old time Chairboy Morris Bullard, who 
advises, “Start right, before you start.”” Morris explains that 
no chair bike has brakes, de-acceleration is achieved by the 
pressure of his foot on the rear wheel; and that the backs 
of the chairs are lower than years ago, when ladies complain- 
ed of the difficulty in keeping elaborate hats and hairdos in 
place against a high back. 

All set, with a sweet tropical breeze in our faces, we 
move out into the enchanted lane. The first building we 
note, north of Royal Poinciana Way, is the winter home of 
the late Colonel E. R. Bradley, and the site, now a lawn, of 
the internationally famous Beach Club. 

Just past Sunset Avenue is “Villa Sonia,” residence of 
Mrs. Alexander Dallas Bache Pratt, daughter of Chicago 
merchant prince Otto Kahn, who settled a million dollars on 
each of his children. 

Now our trail curves toward Lake Worth between the 
Biltmore Hotel tennis courts and dock. The original Palm 
Beach Hotel occupied this site before it burned in the early 
twenties; a fate fairly common in the old wooden hotels of 
years ago. 

We come to a group of apartments owned by S. L. Hirsh, 
and the Beaux Arts Apartments where once the Palm Beach 
branches of fashionable shops occupied the first floor, and

the section’s first movie the second floor auditorium. Across 
Atlantic Avenue is the last public building on North Lake 
Trail, the Mayflower Hotel, where all local A.A.U. swim meets 
are held in the hotel pool. 

First of the many fine private residences you will see is 
the white stucco home of I. J. Rifkin, just south of Dunbar 
Road. And just before reaching Wells Road we see “The 
Plantation,” Mrs. R. H. Whitehead’s white stucco with green 
blinds. Take a long look at Wells Road, where Mrs. Edward 
T. Stotesbury’s gift to Palm Beach, the conically shaped Aus- 
tralian Pines, make a photographer’s paradise. 

The G. Morris Moore’s dwelling with large picture win- 
dows and William H. Albers’ pink stucco with red roof make 
an interesting contrast. The Albers of Cincinnati and J. Fred 
Potts from Shaker Heights, Ohio are neighbors here; and 
next is the Harold W. Keil home with arresting white 
chimney. 

The former tea house of “El Mirasol,’ fabulous Stotes- 
bury villa, is now the home of Mrs. Ross J. Beatty. Thorne 
Donnelley lives behind the picket fence and his yacht, ‘Sans 
Terre” is often moored at the dock on your left. Mrs. Gus- 
tave Mosler, pioneer resident of Palm Beach and Parker W. 
Whittemore occupy the next two places south of Sanford 
Avenue. Through the palms you can, if you look quickly, 
glimpse the oceanfront home of Charles Wrightsman, famous 
for his oil holdings and for his beautiful daughters. 

The residences of Edgar W. Jackson and Arthur F. Ris- 
den are located beside the trail just south of the Phipps 
estate, the tall fence you see marking J. S. and H. C. Phipps 
lakeside boundary. A Phipps possession, too, is the green 
boathouse. 

One of the section’s great architects, Howard B. Major, 
lives in the house with the concrete wall butressed at both 
ends with cupola-like structures. Next is the home of A. W. 
Hobler, architect, the yellow-awninged dwelling is Mrs. Edith 
Hughitt’s, and the one with dormer windows belongs to Clyde 
S. Pelton. 

We come to the last intersection we will see for a while

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when Tangier Avenue crosses the trail. North of Tangier 
are the estates of William Paley, President of the Columbia 
Broadcasting Company and Paul Maddock, son of the owner 
of the original Palm Beach Hotel. The brown-shingled home 
of Harold E. Cluett was once the first church on the island 
of Palm Beach, ‘‘Bethesda-by-the-Sea.” 

You can see the George A. Strom, Sr., home next to the 
rambling white one with connecting arcade belonging to 
Charles E. Merrill, senior partner of Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner and Beane. Mr. Merrill’s estate runs through to 
North County Road. 

After we cross Plantation Road we shall see the homes 
of O. F. Woodward, a pink stucco with its own dock; D. L. 
Kroehler, president of the largest furniture manufacturing 
company in the world and the three story white house with 
green shutters belonging to Winston Guest, famous polo 
player and president of Guest Airways. 

Dense foliage conceals the entrance to the Richard Bey- 
mer residence, and next we see the lakeside dock of Graham- 
Eckes School. A co-educational institution of wide renown,

Kahn, with a new dormitory on the west side of County Road.

Next to the Farrells is the home of T. N. Cook, a 
white house surrounded by hedges. 

Chinese characters on the gate mark the M. E. Rinker 
residence, formerly the residence of Robert L. (Believe It Or 
Not) Ripley, and looking out at the dock can’t you still see 
the famous Chinese Junk “Mon Lei” bobbing pertly in the 
swells of the lake? The last two homes before Country Club 
Road belong to Dr. William E. Bippus and W. Herman Arnold. 


Now we are running parallel to Country Club Road, be- 
hind which you see the highest elevation in Palm Beach 
County, and it is occupied by the Palm Beach Country Club’s 
fourth green. From up there a splendid view takes the pain 
from lost balls. 

Past the golf club’s fifth green we will see the red, rolled 
tile roof of Mrs. Horace E. Dodge’s villa, “Playa Rienta,” 
operated now with a skeleton staff of twenty-three servants. 

Just south of the iron picket fence marking the Dodge 
estate is the home of Morris Brown, and the tract of land 
running between the trail and North Lake Way is owned by 
the Phipps family. Next to the Phipps tract is the resi- 
dence of Gene T. Dyer, large ranch owner and past president 
of the Sailfish Club. 

The modern California-type Redwood dwelling, the only 
one of its kind in Palm Beach, belongs to J. Stockton Bryan, 
and the two-story white house by the giant Pithecelobium 
tree belongs to Paul Maddock. One of the oldest houses in 
this section, the next home, with grapefruit trees in the yard, 
now belongs to Joseph Risden. 

Adjoining Queens Lane is Mrs. George Nichol’s home, 
with the awning-covered patio, and separating Queens Lane 
from El Pueblo Way are the residences of Kenneth Hammond 
and George Coleman. A rambling house with TV antenna 
belongs to J. W. Sullivan and William H. Lyon dwells next 
door. Over there between La Puerta Way and Nightingale 
Trail live the Paul Fentress, rancher and Richard Ross. 

Mrs. Amy Gallop, formerly the wife of lotion magnate 
Andrew Jergens, spends the winter season in the next house. 
The one built like a ship with fo’c’sle nearest the lake is the 
home of Ada Davis Stecher. On Kenlyn Road is the white 
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bungalow of George H. Malcom, and the lion heads on the 
gate mark Francis A. Daly’s home. 

The last residences south of the Sailfish Club are before 
us now, a two story place of grey stucco and ornate iron grille 
work still under construction; Thomas Brooks’ white-tile 
roofed rambler, the home of the late Mrs. Carter B. Carnegie 
and the chimneyed house of Joseph S. Reeves. 

It is worth our while to be propelled around the Sailfish 
Club in order to view the last four homes on North Lake 
Trail. Gustave Schmid, city engineer, owns one; Herbert 
Bedford of the Standard Oil family another and a third is the 
home of Franklin E. Wilson, well known Chris-Craft dealer. 

If you are greedy, and still haven’t seen enough lakefront 
homes and beautiful landscaping, we can take a spin on 
South Lake Trail, where the first building we see is Royal 
Poinciana Chapel, a non-denominational place of worship 
erected by the late Henry M. Flagler for his guests at the 
old Royal Poinciana Hotel, which stood about a hundred yards 
from the present chapel building. 

Whitehall Hotel, the internationally famous ‘Marble 
Palace” was erected by Mr. Flagler as his winter home and 
as a showcase for his beautiful wife. The former home now 
comprises most of the public rooms in the hotel. 

Originally built for E. M. Brelsford, whose grocery store 
occupied the site of the present Whitehall, the white Ante- 
Bellum residence we see next is now the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bert Winters. The first Palm Beach Post Office was in the 
Brelsford grocery store—now Whitehall. 

Mrs. Jessie Livermore, first wife of the “Boy Wonder” 
of Wall Street lives in that grey stucco house next to the 
James Y. Arnold winter residence, another historic house. 


Mrs. Alf Heiberg, now of Washington, D.C., the former Louise Cromwell, daughter 
of the late Mrs. E. T. Stotesbury, is shown during the 1921 season riding in an old 
time Afromobile with the late Mr. Leonard Replogle of Palm Beach and Towie fame. 
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Pendleton Lane separates the homes of Henry Gibson 
and James M. Ballentine. The next estate on your right is 
the home of Lewis Clarke, pioneer Palm Beach resident and 
the first man to install a direct drive shaft in an automobile, 
thus eliminating the old chain drive. But I forgot, automo- 
bile is a bad word today, especially in the hearing of our 
Afromobile pilot. 

Mrs. B. Davis Crowninshield, famous tournament 
fisherman, has her winter season home between Barton 
and Clarke Avenues, as do Mr. and Mrs. Charles S. 
Davis, said by many to have the most beautiful gardens in 
Palm Beach. The next two residences you see are the Walter 
S. Leeds and Carl P. Dennett homes. 

Seabreeze and Seaspray Avenues form the north and 
south boundaries of Peter A. B. Widener III’s winter domi- 
cile. The green-tile roofed house you see next was designed 
by architect Stanford White, once owned by the late bridge 
expert Joseph Elwell, and is now the home of John Fowler. 
The last villa on South Lake Trail before we get to the Society 
of the Four Arts, and hence the end of the trail, is occupied 
by Colonel Howard S. Behr. 

The formal gardens in front of the modern classic archi- 
tecture that is the Society of the Four Arts, maintained in 
outstanding beauty all year through the efforts of the Palm 
Beach Garden Club, are a fitting end to this lovely trip. 


The Lake Trail, where pedestrians, bicyclists and wheelchair riders are safe 
from automobiles, and the scenery invites quiet contemplation. 


Across the wide expanse of Lake Worth, the growing city of West Palm Beach 
spreads a many-colored carpet along the opposite shore.

ARIS RELEASES give fashion news. Italian fashion 

releases do not do this... they give a picture of the 

aristocratic and artistic background of its designers. 
It is through the designers that one sees French clothes. But 
it is through the clothes that you see Italian designers, who 
for the most part belong to the aristocratic world. 


That would explain, perhaps, why the shows in their 
elegant surroundings blend so naturally into an atmosphere 
of private fetes and pageants. And why fashions of today 
and even tomorrow seem a part of all centuries...a thing 
of beauty to last forever. That is also the reason why 
Giorgini, who organized the collections in Florence at the 
Pitti Palace, could crown the show, not merely with a bride 
as French couturiers do, but with a pageant comprising an 
entire wedding... representing Eleanore de Medici, daughter 
of the Duke Francis I and Giovanna D’Austria, when she 
married the Duke of Gonsague in April 1584. 


Italian colors are wonderful and arresting, sometimes 
even reckless, or...they may be subdued and lovely. How 
could they be otherwise, when they are designed on Botti- 
celian grounds and all shows are staged at the Pitti Palace! 
Italian fabrics are of the most tempting quality and the 
price is a third of that of the French. The perfection of 
Main d’Oeuvre allows great variety in trimmings, particu- 
larly embroidery ... too expensive to copy in America, there- 
fore cannot be duplicated. 


The lofty grandeur and golden mystery of the mag- 
nificent old rooms of the Pitti Palace, far from weighing 
upon modern fashion, add to its lively sophistication. Age 
and youth merge in a sweet melancholy of contrasts! Painted 
ceilings, elaborate doors, gorgeous vistas, which have seen 
fabulous dances and gatherings, look with the benignity of 
things everlasting, over the frailty of clothes made for the 
delight of our eyes, for one short summer. And, the echoing 
of steps and voices brought back the time when a Pitti, 
after the completion of the Boboli Gardens, gave a huge fete 
and sat Florentine nobility on sacks of gold coins to prove 
the rumor was false, that he was ruined ...and to show that 
he could outdo any Medici. According to reports, Signor 
Giorgini proved himself a host in the true Pitti tradition! 

Schuberth’s show was charming, especially the short 
evening dresses... practically all were white, embroidered 
in lovely colors or trimmed with lace. Sometimes rows of 
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tiny val lace, or white lace or organdy, combined with pale 
blue lace...emphasizing the personality of the designer 
through the delightful clothes. 

The XIXth Century had its Schubert, we of the XXth 
have Emilio Federigo Schuberth. You meet him according 
to his own estimation and on his own terms. This is part 
of what he said in the fashion release, ““Schuberth has ex- 
changed friendships with the highest aristocracy and when 
King Farouk came to Italy, he asked Schuberth to send 
dresses to his queen, because the fame of this prodigious 
designer had reached the pyramids and the sphinx. The 
legends of the ring, the sky of Naples and the colours of 
Rome filtered through the sensitive soul of Schuberth, cre- 
ating throughout the world, the style of Schuberth.” 

But after reaching such heights, it is nice to breathe 
quietly in the charming and modest company of “Giovanelli 
and Sciarra”... Princess Stefanella Colonna di Sciarra and 
Princess Lola Giovanelli Berlingieri, that is. The first, a 
descendant of the Prince di Sciarra, who so far forgot him- 
self in the 14th Century, as to slap Pope Bonfacieus VII's 
face and created such a stir in the whole Christian world, 
that the episode is still recorded in every Italian history 
textbook. Later, the family acquired kinship with the Bar- 
berini family which gave the Catholic church another great 
Pope, Urban VIII, and the two surnames were united 
into one. 

The two Princesses, having joined hands as it were, 
started a little shop of accessories, ‘‘Le Boutique de Rome,” 
and that little shop has now developed into a house of “Haute 
Couture,” where fabrics are renowned and their evening 
dresses are enchanting. Many are in a beautiful gauze 
material, which is especially lovely in gunmetal grey, striped 
with white; also smart in afternoon dresses. Smart idea 
for a wedding, topped with full-length gauze coat. 

Bertoli gives great importance in his collection to gros- 
grain short evening dresses. At the ball given by her father, 
Matilda Giorgini wore a Bertoli dress made of rows and 
rows of grosgrain ribbon in deep scarlet. 

Veneziani of Milan showed wonderful raincoats; in Italy, 
even rain goes into the making of beauty. Also unusual wool 
coats, one in rough white wool, another in yellow gabardine- 
like material, lined with white satin... all edges bound with 
the satin. This was worn with a white satin shirt and yellow 
gabardine skirt. 

Coats, by the way, in the Italian collections, very gen- 
erally flow gently from the shoulder blades. Some are belted 
or tied in back. There is quite a tendency toward the Empire 
line in Fabiani’s coats. There are many brief loose suit 
jackets accented by the slenderness of the skirts, stem-like 
in their straightness. In daytime dresses, the waistline does 
not change place; in Italian fashion it remains normal. In 
both suits and dresses, it is difficult to tell whether the 
fabric is wool or silk, because so many are mixtures of both. 
There is much smoked grey throughout the collections... 
scooped necklines are filled in with white pique. 

Close collaboration between designers and fabric manu- 
facturers have produced notable collections. Italian fabrics 
are the making of many otherwise simple dresses, both for 
daytime and evening... wonderful prints, pogee-type silk, 
gauze. 

The requirements of the coming London social season, 
which will bring visitors from all over the world, were 
anticipated by wondrous evening dresses in rich embroidery, 
lace and satin. The latter, the medium for the only straight- 
line evening silhouettes shown. Otherwise, evening dresses 
stress the romanticized bouffant effect. But skirts are gen- 
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erally circular, so there is no fullness at the hips, but flare 
widely at the hemline. Many are ankle-length. For less 
formal occasions, silk and chiffon pleated skirts! 

Italians have a way of blending all kinds of fibres... 
silk, cotton, wool, rayon acetate, or anything that comes along 
and catches their fancy. It is difficult to refrain from touch- 
ing the fabrics...not only because of their great beauty 
but so often it is impossible to know whether they are silk, 
satin, cotton or wool. 

And, speaking of materials, there is a fairy tale of a 
poor Princess who found her reward finally because she 
never despaired. Could be the story of the Marinetta Tex- 
tiles! After the war, Countess Marinetta di Frassinetto went 
back to her villa of Rovezzano, near Sienna. She found her 
splendid XIIth Century mansion emptied of its treasures by 
the Germans and filled with refugees and squatters. Instead 
of putting them out, she put them to work. Without money 
or experience, the proud Countess, owner of a large barn 
and five crumbling hand looms, started a weaving business.

Her first client was a bag maker, to whom she managed 
to sell ten yards of material, so stiff that the poor man 
found no use for it. This experience did not discourage her 
and with the help of her faithful fellow workers started all 
over again. Now Countess di Frassinetto has a flourishing 
business of upholstery and dress fabrics...and they are 
of the loveliest quality and good taste. 

Emilio of Capri had his collection announced, aS were 
all the others, first in English and then in Ttalian: His 
sports things are wonderful. Emilio, who is flying his island’s 
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colours, Capri blue and Capri gold, said, “Capri has taught 
me the possibilities of mixing colours wildly, without becom- 
ing ridiculous or vulgar.” 

Back to Rome... which is an ideal frame for a frock 
and as a matter of fact, for all kinds of lovely things... 
flowers and fountains, bells and birds, the mellowness of 
ruins and the blessings of new hopes. Rome has done a lot 
lately about fashion and this year the spring styles are as 
fascinating as ever. The best perhaps are to be seen at 
Simonetta, who has a rounded collection of clothes, in fabrics 
that are a vision. 

The name Visconti is crossed out on her card, because 
she has married Fabiani... who has the best suits and coats 
in Rome in his collection. His short blue wool jacket with 
fullness at the back, worn over a dress of the same wool, is 
the newest jacket silhouette shown in Italy. The coats are 
not only in superb fabrics, but have a new silhouette... the 
Empire line, becomingly emphasized for a number of them. 
Simonetta will continue her business, completely separate 
from her husband.

Antonelli makes enchanting evening dresses... the best 
are short and mostly white. White, charmingly relieved from 
monotony by pink lace or bunches of roses appliqued on the 
skirt and tied with knots of narrow black velvet ribbon. 

Mirsa, famous for sweaters, every year launches several 
marvelous new ideas. This year, there are two outstanding 
models...one about hip-length in grey and white jersey 
with attached hood of the same fabric. 

Eleonor Garnet of Rome, Shanghai and New York, has 
a business that has grown by leaps and bounds. She now 
ships eighty dresses every week to America and soon will 
open a shop in San Francisco. Everything is hand-made and 
all of the materials are the best of the Italian market. 

Whoever was responsible for the platitude about Italian 
lethargy was vastly incorrect. All of these amazing 
couturiers belong to the aristocracy and the countesses and 
princesses are busy, successful career women . . . heading 
well-known maison de couture. They really work terribly

hard in their designing and selecting fabrics and seldom 
have a chauffeur or secretary to help with the numerous 
details. 

Italy is a country where fine hand-work is a tradition, 
almost a religion. And, besides, the workers have an inher- 
ited skill and deeply appreciate beautiful things. Italian 
women hate working in a factory, but take great pride in 
spending hours and days in exquisitely embroidering an 
exquisite gown. 

Dressmakers in Italy employ 25,000 embroideresses and 
this number will probably increase to four times that much 
before the year is over. Contesse Carla Garabelli Orlando 
has been responsible for grouping about 300 deaf mutes in 
Rome, who have at last found well-being and balance in 
this occupation. 

Morning and evening clothes are particularly popular in 
Italy because couturiers characteristically design their col- 
lections with themselves as well as their clientele, in mind. 
These two aspects of life seem to be preferred by the Italians, 
who love looking comfortable in simple morning clothes and 
very feminine and chic in beautiful ball gowns . . . taking’ 
endless pains over faultless accessories. In this country, the 
“reign of over-embroidered dresses, over-feathered hats and 
over-dressed women is a thing of the past.” 

Italians are superb, when they make handbags, gloves, 
shoes. The Italian fabrics are always wonderful and this 
year a special effort has been made to produce the epitome 
of texture, design and color. An innate sense of color has 
been handed down by generations of artists and nowhere 
else can be found such ‘‘delectable” fine silks. 

Rome, as everyone knows, is the most beautiful city in 
the world.

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O BE A TRUE “Parisian of Paris’ one must have been 

W born there. Not across the river in St. Cloud and 

fS certainly not in Versailles, where all the King Louis 

were born, not in Fontainebleau, nor in Saint Germain-en- 
Laye. 

Eiffel, whose tower is the symbol of Paris to other parts 
of the world and Vendome, who gave his name to our most 
beautiful Place, could not have been “Parisians of Paris.” 
They were provincials. So were Dumas, Rabelais, Balzac, 
Daudet, Victor Hugo, Chateaubriand, Clemenceau, Foch, 
Pasteur, Debussy, Robespierre and Flaubert. Even Francois 
I, who perhaps of all French kings left the strongest imprint 
upon the artistic life of the city, and Saint Louis, who caused 
the exquisite Sainte-Chapelle to rise shining from the heart 
of Paris, could not have belonged to this exclusive 20th cen- 
tury organization. 

The question arises: What famous Parisians were born 
in Paris? Moliere was and so were Sarah Bernhardt, Vol- 
taire, Anatole France, Zola, Mansard (who gave his name to 
all the roofs of Paris) Talleyrand, Degas, Gounod, Bizet, 
Rodin and those famous femmes, Mesdames de Pompadour, 
de Sevigne, de Stael and Georges Sand. Alfred de Musset, 
the poet, lived and died in the apartment in which this is 
written. 

The president of the “Parisiens de Paris,” Andre de 
Fouquieres, is a true Parisian in that he was not only born 
here, but has never moved out of his quarter. On the 17th 
of May 1875, he was born on the boulevard Haussmann, with- 
in sight of the Arc de Triomphe. 


When he was ten, his parents who were artistic and 
literary people of old French families, moved a few doors 
nearer the Arc and this is where Andre de Fouquieres has 
spent his life—when he wasn’t at Deauville, Le Touquet, on 
the Riviera, in Greece, India or where. 


His apartment is the penthouse of a five-story building; 
the balcony overlooks the boulevard and his rooms are so 
flooded with light that one can enjoy, without peering, the 
paintings and photos that cover the walls. Among artists 
in his family were his great uncle, the 19th century painter, 
Alfred de Dreux. 

Had he been able to choose where he would have been 
born, M. de Fouquieres would probably have selected the his- 
toric Ile St. Louis in the middle of the Seine. But a French- 
man does not move out of his quarter and it would not occur 
to M. Fouquieres to leave the boulevard Haussmann. 


Mornings, while his butler whisks about the apartment, 
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he sits writing at his paper-heaped desk, his feet on a little 
brown velvet cushion. His phone rings regularly and he jots 
down engagements while he talks. On the evening of Febru- 
ary 5, he crossed the river to the 7th arrondissement to at- 
tend a black-tie-dinner, in his honor. The “Parisiens de 
Paris” wished to confer upon him the Grand Prix Medal for 
his two books, ‘“‘Cinquante Ans de Panache” and ‘‘La Cour- 
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Even royalty is thrilled by diamonds. Princess Josephine-Charlotte of Belgium and 

Prince Jean of Luxembourg, who will be married April 9, admire a diamond and 

platinum bracelet given the Princess by the Noblesses du Royaume to express the 

association’s happiness in the royal match. Princess Margaret of England will be 
one of their wedding guests. 
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toisie Moderne.” The “Cinquante Ans” is his record of fifty 
years in society; “panache” is a word that has no equivalent 
in English. It means living gaily and graciously, without 
thought of money. 


Money is a fighting word to Monsieur de Fouquieres. 
Thinking and talking about it, has destroyed French society, 
he feels. With the advent of the second World War, the old 
social life, with its entertaining for entertainment’s sake, dis- 
appeared. Now there are only charity balls, parties to which 
you can go if you have 5,000 frances. The auction and the 
tombola have taken all the bubbles out of the champagne life; 
gone are the artistic and imaginative spectacles, with which 
the elite once amused each other. 


When she isn’t trying to break her own flying record, Madame Jacqueline Auriol, 

daughter-in-law of the President of France, will go with other flyers, just for the 

tide. She was a guest of honor on the Air France ‘‘Constellation’’ which opened 

the first direct commercial line between Europe and Venezuela and Colombia. 

Here she gets a parting word from Max Hymans, chairman of the board of Air 

France, while the Colombian Ambassador to Paris, M. Moreno, listens to his 
countryman Alfrede Vasquez. 


For a ball, Monsieur de Fouquieres might then have 
turned the ballroom into an aquarium and the guests into 
mermaids and mermen, or into a jungle, or a harem. If guests 
came as historic characters they knew who they were and 
they kept in character. As a party-giver and lecturer, he has 
travelled much of the world. 


Of America, which he visited in 1913, he has fond memo- 
ries. When he arrived in New York, a reporter wrote: “The 
Chevalier Andre de Fouquieres, the beau of beaux, the Brum- 
mel of Paris, has come to America. He will be very unhappy 
if he cannot live as he does in Paris where he is waited upon 
every morning by eight lackeys in white satin. His dinner 
is served on a marble table of Versailles, by Tortoni himself, 
in dishes of gold and Sevres...” Such fantasy, so far from 
the truth, amused the Chevalier. 
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If a horse goes to a cocktail party, the least he should expect is a lump of sugar. 

But this being Paris, he got champagne too. What was even nicer, he shared a 

loving cup with Marjorie Thornton, the prettiest American girl in Paris, who became 
the bride of Karl D. Ackerman on Valentine’s Day. 


How the French love hommages. Colette has just cele- 
brated her 80th birthday like a queen, showered not with 
jewels but with verbal gems from all the writers of France. 
The artist Dignimont sent her a bouquet of field flowers— 
painted by himself. Rebecca West wrote her from Paris, 
Rosamond Lehmann from London and Katherine Ann Porter 
from New York. Actor Pierre Fresnay and Playwright Jean 
Anouilh, sent tributes. Paul Claudel wrote: “It is a great 
privilege to wake up each morning all fresh, in a country all 
fresh and to have at your disposal a big window to open.” 
The Goncourt Academy, of which Colette is president, paid 
tribute en masse. There were protests to the French Acade- 
my for not taking in women, especially Colette. Book store 
windows all over Paris reconstructed her life in books, pic- 
tures of her and of her cats, old programs of previous hom- 
mages to her. Truly to be 80 is not bad, if one is Colette.

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Che Coronation of Elizabeth I 
June 2, 1953, will focus the attention of the world on Great 
Britain. All of Britain’s history, the best of her pageantry 
will be on display. The matchless pomp of the Coronation 
goes back through hundreds of years of history. Every 
English sovereign since Edward I has been crowned in 
Westminster Abbey; and the Coronation Service, already old 
when William the Conqueror took the throne, has changed 
little in twelve hundred years. Much of the fascination the 
Coronation celebration holds for the whole world stems from 
the timeless tradition it embodies. 

Essentially a religious service, the Coronation itself can 
be seen by comparatively few people. Westminster Abbey’s 
normal seating capacity will have to be increased to accom- 
modate all those who play some role in the ceremony— 
English peers, representatives of member countries of the 
British Commonwealth, and dignitaries of other nations. 

But hundreds of thousands of Britons and visitors from 
overseas will share the great excitement of Coronation Day, 
according to the British Travel Association. From stands 
constructed along the Procession route, from vantage points

Coronation to focus Attention on Britain throughout 1955, 
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in windows and balconies, they will watch the Coronation 
Procession make its way from Buckingham Palace to the 
Abbey and back again, along six miles of the finest cere- 
monial ways in London—the Mall, Admiralty Arch, White- 
hall, Trafalgar Square. 

Scarlet ranks of guardsmen and troops in dress blues 
will line the streets, their splashing colors bright against 
grey buildings. Sound and color from other centuries mark 
the approach of the Royal Procession; here medieval 
strength and splendor play a 20th century role. Hoofbeats 
ring on the pavement, swords slap on leather as the Life 
Guards, brilliant in white breeches, plumed hats and gleam- 
ing metal breastplates, ride past. The gilded Coach of State, 
drawn by eight horses harnessed in scarlet and gold, rumbles 
by on wheels that served when it carried George III. Flank- 
ing the Coach are Yeomen of the Tower, one of the oldest 
military bodies in the world, wearing 16th century uniforms 
of scarlet and gold. 

Yet however magnificent the Coronation will be, it is 
only one of Britain’s ceremonials. Royal occasions of great 
splendor, many of them dating from Plantagenet times, are 
by no means rare in London. 

The Ceremony of Trooping the Color, on June 11, the 
Queen’s official birthday, is one of the world’s most brilliant 
military spectacles. The State Opening of Parliament, usually 
held in November, is another annual event full of interest 
for American visitors. Many ceremonies are part of the 
daily life of London, like the Mounting of the Guard at 
Horse Guards Parade by a detachment of Household Cavalry. 
Another exciting military show is the Changing of the Guard 
at Buckingham Palace at 10:30 every morning when the 
Queen is in residence. An American once summed up the 
British love of ceremonial by saying, “‘There are more free 
shows in Britain than anywhere else in the world.” 

Behind the scenes of the whole pageant of royalty are 
many places rich in historical associations, holding a special 
appeal for American visitors. Their attractions will be

stronger than ever during the Royal Year, 1953, when the 
whole world will be re-examining the roots of history and 
tradition highlighted by the Coronation. 

A visit to Hastings, where William the Conqueror de- 
feated Harold in 1066 and founded the royal line from which 
Elizabeth II is descended, might be the starting point for an 
historical tour of Britain. Also in the south coast area is 
the Isle of Wight, where Queen Victoria built a summer home. 
An annual attraction there is the Cowes Regatta, in August, 
when the Duke of Edinburgh races his yacht, the Coweslip. 

Going still farther into the past in pursuit of legend, 
there is the Land of King Arthur—Cornwall and Devon. 
Here the climate is mild all year round—the Cornish penin- 
sula is warmed by the Gulf Stream—making it an ideal spot 
for an early spring or late fall holiday. 

Beautiful in themselves, Britain’s castles are full of 
romantic history and legend—and there are no seasonal 
limits, no fixed dates to limit the visitor’s enjoyment., 
Glamis Castle, where the Queen Mother was born, might be 
the highlight of a visit to Scotland. Close by is Balmoral, 
the summer home of the Royal Family. An event they never 
miss is the Royal Braemar Highland Gathering at Braemar 
in early September. Still another point of interest is Caer- 
narvon Castle, where each succeeding Prince of Wales has 
been invested since 1284. Located in North Wales, its setting 
encompasses some of Britain’s most beautiful mountain 
scenery. 

Besides the lure of pageantry and history, there is the 
appeal of a wide variety of events on the yearly calendar. 
Racing in Britain gets off to an early start in April, with 
the Grand National at Aintree, Liverpool, and continues into 
the autumn, sometimes with as many as 30 events in a 
single month. Racing has long been a favorite sport of the 
Royal Family, and their appearances at important meets 
always adds to the excitement. The Royal Ascot is one they 
always attend, and the Queen herseif will drive from Windsor 
to open this meeting on June 16. 


Music and drama festivals are scattered the length and 
breadth of the British Isles, beginning with the Shakespeare 
Festival in March, and continuing with festivals at Alde- 
burgh and Glyndebourne in June; at Cheltenham, Haslemere, 
and Canterbury in July; and reaching a magnificent climax 
with the Edinburgh Festival and the Welsh Eisteddfods 
in August. 

The theatre is a major attraction in London, where 
there are, in fact, more theatres than in any other city in 
the world. There are seldom fewer than 30 plays and 
musicals on the boards at any one time; and this year, 
under the stimulus of the Coronation, programs will be 
more brilliant than ever. Great artists will be attracted 
from all over the world for gala performances.

ROM RE-GROUPING PALMS beside a swimming pool to 
exploring the deep cypress swamps of Collier County 
behind Seminole guides, for specimens to beautify a 
race track, the landscape nursery business is seldom without 
interest and moments of high excitement. 

In the early 1930’s, in its infancy as a commercial 
nursery, Island Landscape Company was given the coveted 
contract to landscape Hialeah Race Track into the tropical 
wonderland it is today. Only six months was allotted for the 
work to be completed, and the needed landscape material 
often grew in inaccessible spots. For the tall palms needed, 
two hundred and fifty-two of them, it was necessary to go 
deep in the upstate swamps. 

One of the Royal Palms for Hialeah removed from the 
primitive swamplands was one hundred and two feet from 
ground to lowest frond. To move trees of this size, working 
against time and with largely untrained help was a project 
so difficult that even today, over twenty years later, long 
time employees cannot recall their experiences without shud- 
dering. The vagaries of Seminole guides and the determined 
resistance to invasion of their native heath by monstrous 
water moccasins provide material for endless stories of the 
landscaping of Hialeah. 

One of the largest individual estate jobs ever done by 
Island Landscape Company was the creation of acres of 
beauty at the Jensen Beach home of Mrs. Stuart L. Williams. 
The Joseph E. Widener estate, Robert Ripley’s Hi-Mount 
Road home and St. Edward’s Church are interesting examples 
of landscape architecture created by one of South Florida’s 
early masters of the art, the late E. Tinsley Halter, who 
founded Island Landscape.

In the sixty acres of sub-tropical nursery maintained 
close to Palm Beach and the extra acreage at Boynton Beach, 
all under clean cultivation, the Island Landscape Company 
has, in various stages of growth, just about every kind of 
Florida landscape material. With the modern decorating 
trend in tropical homes calling for actual interior landscap- 
ing, instead of a few potted shrubs sitting in odd corners as 
in years past, the nursery has also specialized in supplying 
proper interior material. 

Among the fascinating interior plants is an extremely 
rare Platycerium Hilli. Attached to a post in the large slat

house is a strange section of bark, shaded from beige through 
bright green. From the overlapping sheaths of thin bark 
grow fronds of the Platycerium, a relative of the Staghorn 
Fern. 


The standard flowers, shrubs and trees which are 
propagated by means of cuttings from parent plants go 
through a series of moves in the Island Landscape Company’s 
program of growing the finest of root systems, insuring 
hardier, longer lived landscape material. From the cutting 
bed each freshly rooted cutting is transferred to a 214-inch 
pot, then into a quart can, when roots are better established, 
and finally into gallon cans. 


A new type cutting bed is now under trial and is pro- 
ducing roots on plants previously difficult, if not impossible, 
to root by the cutting method. The new bed is composed of 
clean gravel, held in a frame of timber, and watered by a 
constant fine spray. 
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Most landscape plants for South Florida use are grown 
from seeds, cuttings or separation of suckers arising from 
the roots. Marcoting, or airlayering, is a method of propa- 
gation largely used for varieties difficult to root by any 
other methods, and is usually successful only in the hands 
of an experienced nurseryman. It was by endless patience 
and the trial of every propagating device that success was 
finally achieved in increasing the Calliandra, or Powder 
Puff shrub. 


Everyone visiting Island Landscape’s office on Southern 
Boulevard during the blooming season of Calliandra noticed 
the lovely red “powder puffs,’’ some four or more inches in 
diameter. Combined with lacy foliage and interesting seed 
pods, the Calliandra became the one new shrub many visitors 
felt they simply must have for their home gardens. The 
stubborn “‘Powder Puff” declined to cooperate, and remained 
a single specimen; a bachelor of the plant world. 


For several years the Calliandra refused to yield, then 
as if giving up the stubborn fight to remain single, it pro- 
duced roots on an airlayered limb. The same limb and the 
same methods were in use that had previously availed noth- 
ing. Nurserymen could only conclude that the shrub had 
just reached the age of maturity, or that prevailing weather

conditions were just right, or that the ornery shrub realized 
that strong public demand for its bright flowers and neat 
habit of growth was over. 

A stroll around the well-kept nursery gardens at Island 
Landscape takes the palm-lover past delicate Phoenix 
Roebelenii and sturdy Cabbage Palms, with a constant back- 
ground of towering Royals. There are the brilliant red ber- 
ries of Schinus for contrast in so much green; the golden 
balls of Calamondin, a fruit especially prized by those who 
like a new flavor in mixed drinks. Over a tropical plant 
house where young palms are sheltered from too hot rays of 
sun blooms Bougainvillea Rosea in such profusion it seems 
to color the entire view. 

Fans of the various Ficus varieties, so tropical in their 
habits and appearance, are always attracted to Ficus Pan- 
durata, commonly known as “Fiddle Fig.’’ The Pandurata 
derives its common name from the large leaves shaped like a 
country barn-dance fiddle. 
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Shading the hedged patio of Mr. and Mrs. Delmar Kroehler, North Lake Trail, is an 
unusually large Bucida tree from Africa. The Bucida, also known as Black Olive 
was planted last June. 


Looking as though transplanted directly from an 
archaean forest is a tree fern, unchanged in form and habit 
since the days of dinosaurs. Near the office is an allspice 
tree. When a leaf is broken, the unmistakable odor of old 
fashioned pumpkin pie drifts toward the nostrils, setting 
every tastebud in mouths nearby jumping for joy. 

A Tea Tree from the Philippines, dainty leaves drooping 
from the unpleasant experience of being transplanted, occu- 
pies a special place in the interest and affection of Island 
Landscape Company personnel. Whether or not the small 
tree, really a shrub, will adapt itself to the southern coast of 
Florida is an engrossing question. 

Every commercial nursery throughout the world has 
now standardized names of landscape material. Names used 
are Latin, frequently with connotation of the plant’s discov- 
erer, or the location from which it originally came. It is now 
easy for a landscape nursery in Florida to order specific 
shrubs from India, Japan, South America or the coast of 
North Africa, and be sure of receiving exactly what is 
ordered. The same standardization represents a big step 
forward in importing exotic varieties of plants. 

Landscape architects and gardeners agree that the most 
rewarding part of their work lies in their realization of the 
continuing pleasure they give to thousands of people who 
view the beauty they create. Having brought naturalistic 
beauty to the eye of the beholder, often from bare stretches 
of sand along a beach; sometimes from a tangled under- 
growth of saw grass, scrub palmettos or wizened pines, the 
landscape gardener knows his effort needs only maintenance 
and benevolent nature to increase, as the years go on, in 
loveliness.
